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THE BRIMSTONE SITUATION. 


As the readers of the Reporter have 
been apprised, the Consorzio Obbliga- 
the Italian 





torio was sanctioned by 
parliament, the law going into effect 


on August 1. The main features of this 
obligatory union of the sulphur mining 
interests of Sicily were given in last 
week's Reporter, but there appears to 
be some uncertainty in the minds of 
those interested in this article as to 
the effect on the market here and va- 
rious reports and rumors have been 
current as to “bargains” and “agree- 
ments’’ between the Sicilian producers 
and those of the United States. Some 
of the foreign traders in brimstone have 
indulged in various speculations as to 
the future course of the two principal 
producing countries, and of possible un- 
derstandings or agreements, and these 
have tended to further confuse the 
trade here. It is hardly necessary for 
the American producers to enter into 
an with Consorzio  Ob- 
bligatorio, there is practically no 
limit to the amount of sulphur that can 
be produced at the Louisiana mines— 
or wells—and as has been demonstrat- 
ed, the American ean ship 
iheir product to any port of Europe in 
direct competition with the Sicilian 
product. Various reports have also ap- 
peared abroad as to the effect of the 
large stocks of brimstone in Sicily, 
some of which, it was said, would be 
the market and these re- 
ports have tended to disturb market 
conditions. The facts are that some 
lots were offered at varying figures un- 
der regular market prices, but these 
had no influence, and have about all 
been disposed of, leaving only the stock 
taken over from the Anglo-Sicilian Sul- 
phur Company and others by the Con- 
sorzio Obbligatorio, believed to amount 
to 260,000 tons, This may be regarded

CO-OPERATIVE ADVERTISING 
FOR MIXED PAINTS. 

In undertaking a co-operative system 
of advertising to the public, the manu- 
facturers of mixed paints have en- 
tered upon an experiment which doubt- 


less will be watched with special in- 
terest by the larger concerns partici- 
pating in the movement, which have 


already been large investors in adver- 
tising on their own To the 
extent to which the contributions of the 
allied interests are employed for the 
popularizing of mixed paints in gen- 
eral, the experiment will probably be a 
success. But the offsetting features is 
the fact that such a popularizing works 
like the wage scheme of a_ trades 
union, in that it tends to put the good 


account, 


and the bad on a basis of equality. 
The public cannot be taught by any 
system of advertising aiming to ex- 


ploit a general line of products, how to 
discriminate as between different makes 
of those products, and the individual 
manufacturer must, therefore, assume 
the labor and expense of gaining pop- 
ular recognition of the merits of his 
own brand. Whether this can be more 
successfully accomplished when he is 
identified as one of a large class, than 
when he would claim for a distinet in- 


dividuality, is yet to be demonstrated, 
The form of advertising that can be 
employed in any such co-operative 


scheme as this, is necessarily restricted 
to a general approval of the whole line 
of products coming within the class to 
which the scheme is applied. That any 
attempt to be more specific as to qual- 
ity would futile, is shown by the 
wide difference that in the for- 
mulas of goods now on the market. The 
analyses of 100 samples of ready mixed 
paints recently made and published by 
the North ‘Dakota Agricultural Col- 
lege serve to make this fact plain, and 
when read in connection with the ad- 
yertisements put forth by the Paint 
Grinders’ Association of the United 
States, illustrate the limitations that 
are placed upon the writer of adver- 
tisements for such an _ organization. 
Recent issues of a prominent and wide- 
ly-circulated family, weekly have con- 
tained full page advertisements in the 
form of reading matter, the purpose 
of which is to make clear to the con- 
sumer the advancement made in the 
manufacture of mixed paints, and 
their superiority over any single pig- 
ments, or any combination of pigments 
made ready for use by the hands of the 
painter. The following extracts from 
these advertisements make this purpose

The chemist’s analysis will tell a differ- 
ent story for each brand of paint, but the 
chemist, if he is a practical man, will un- 
derstand better than the consumer can, 
now each manufacturer, starting by a 
different route, reaches practically the 
same goal at the end of the journey—the 
goal being a house paint which shall sell 
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‘or as little money as is compatible with 
durability, beauty and convenience.

As mixed paint manufacturing devel- 
oped and competition intensified, it was 
soon perceived by the leading paint mak- 
ers that something more than guesswork 
was requisite to the production of salable 


goods. The practical paint chemist and 
the technical expert, once regardea as 
expensive luxuries, became essential to 


the industry.

Meanwhile the technical advisers of the 
leading paint manufacturing establish- 
ments have been busily engaged in ana- 
lyzing and testing materials and combina- 
tions of materials, with the object of pro- 


ducing the most durable mixed paint at 
the lowest practicable cost, 
* . oo * * ~ . 


It is a notable fact that, as a result of 
all this work, paint authorities are by 
no means agreed as to the formulas cal- 
culated to yield the best results; yet it is 
equally surprising to find how nearly the 
many differing formulas come to yielding 
duplicate results under service conaitions;: 
it is a case of all roads leading to Rome, 
But while not in accord as to formulas, 
all are practically agreed in at least three 
conclusions: G) That it is impossible with 
any single pigment (white lead, for ex- 
ample) to produce us good results as can 
be obtained from a combination of two 
or more pigments; (2) That whatever the 
materials employed, better results are ob- 
tained by fine grinding and thorough 
mechanical mixing than can be obtained 
by hand mixing in the paint shops; (3) 
That in the present state of our knowl- 
edge linseed oil must be the principal 
liquid ingredient of satisfactory house 
paint.

learning the truth, Let us endeavor so 
to place the facts before him that his 


common sense will enable him to decide, 
On the one hand we have pure white lead 
ground to a stiff paste in linseed oil, col- 
ors (pure or impure, as the case may be) 
prepared in the same way, linseed oil 
bought at retail in the open market and 
therefore liable to all manner of adultera- 
tion, turpentine similarly bought and still 
more commonly adulterated, ana Japan 
dryers bought in the same way and of 
all grades of goodness or badness accord- 
ing to the price paid, These the painter 
or painter's apprentice mixes more or less 
thoroughly, but always imperfectly, in 
the shop. The quality of the resultant 
product must necessarily vary according 
to circumstances, depending almost 
much upon luck as upon the painter's 
skill. 

On the other hand we have a carefully 
balanced combination of many materials, 
every one bought at wholesale and tested 
by rigid chemical standards, every item 
and the proportion of each item in the 
combination dictated by test and service 
experiment, and the whole thoroughly 
combined and amalgamated, it were, 
by heavy machinery specially designed 
for the purpose. 

. - * * . 

A word now us to white lead: there is 
no intention here to minimize the value 
of that pigment. It has certain qualities 
which have enabled-it to maintain a high 
place for several centuries, and before the 
development of modern paint chemistry 
was the only available white pigment. 
But it is only one of many valuable pig- 
ments and not only gives better service 
when combinea with other pigments, but 
by such admixture its well-known delete- 
rious properties are correspondingly re- 
duced, Furthermore, whatever the theo- 
retical value of any pigment, practically 
its full value is secured only by thorough 
mechanical subdivision and intimate in- 
corporation with the other constituents 
of the paint; and this means simply that 
white lead in a mechanically prepared 
ready-mixed paint better than white 
lead mixed by hand,

Inasmuch emphasis is laid in 
these advertisements on the statement 
that the present annual production of 
mixed paints is from 70,000,000 to 100,- 
000,000 gallons, it would be natural 
and fair for the consumer to believe 
that these encomiums could be applied 
wholly or in part to the entire output, 
in spite of the statement that “there 
are good and bad mixed paints,” for 
no standard is set up by which he can 
differentiate them. If he looks for light 
in the analyses already referred to, he 
will find the variations in 99 samples

These analyses are being widely cir- 
culated, and it is reasonable to assume 
that in the present popular demand for 
paternal legislative laws providing for 
similar investigations will be passed in 
other States, so that the public will 
have an opportunity of familiarizing it- 
self with the work of the ‘‘chemists” 









and other “technical advisers,” who 
have enabled the manufacturer to sub- 
stitute scientific formulas for the 
“guesswork” which formerly entered 
into the manufacture of these goods. 
It is probably true that the chemist, “‘if 
he be a practical man, will understand 
better than the consumer can,” how 
paints varying in weight from 9 Ibs. 
9 ounces to 20 Ibs, 4 ounces to the gal- 
lon, and in their composition from 0 to 
80 per cent. of lead, 0 to 100 per cent 
of zine, 0 to 72 per cent. of inert mat- 
ter, and 0 to 97 per cent, of vegetable 
oil, not always linseed by any means 
and combined with varying percentages 
of turpentine, benzine, volatile oil and 
water, can all accomplish “a 
gaint which shall sell for as little money 
as is compatible with durability 
beauty and convenience,” The thought- 
ful consumer will naturally be im- 
pressed by the thought that if so much 
variety is compatible with “durability,” 
it is quite possible that the painter 
even with his limited store of mate- 
rials, all of which he is charged with 
mixing “always imperfectly,” will be 
able to turn out a product which has

as much claim to scientific accuracy 
as the varying products of the chem- 
ist’s skill. It is easily supposable 
therefore, that the manufacturer of 


mixed paint whose product is distin- 
guished by a consistent regard for ac- 
curacy, and for combinations which 


are known to possess “durability”

DRUGS. 


assurances have been re- 
the local trade during the 
past week of the strengthening course 
abroad of a number of the crude drugs. 
That which has occasioned the prin- 
cipal interest here was the unexpected 
advance in lycopodium, The local 
market has for a long time been ina 
state of depression, and values have 
generally beef below the parity of 
those at primary quarters. A week 
ago our Hamburg correspondent cabled 
the market there as forty-six cents, but 
cable quotations received during the 
week have named fifty-two and one- 
half and fifty-three cents as the cost 
to import. This sudden change stim- 
ulated considerable inquiry among 
local dealers and within a few hours 
values had been enhanced from forty- 
six to fifty cents, sales having been 
consummated at the higher figure. 
Dealers generally have faith in fur- 
ther improvement in the market, and 
while fifty cents is acceptable at this 
writing, the range of quotations ex- 
tends to fifty-five cents. Ipecac has 
also an advance abroad, ca- 
ble advices late in the week report- 
ing an average rise of five cents for 
both Rio and Cartegena, bringing the 
former to $1.91 and the latter to $1.81. 
At the London public auction on 
Thursday eight shillings was reported 
to have been realized on Rio. The 
tone of the spot market has been 
strengthened by these developments, 
but higher quotations have not yet re- 
placed those that have been current 
of late. The market for short buchu 
leaves has been improved by cable 
advices to the effect that for an ordi- 
nary quality one shilling was realized 
at London auction on Thursday. This 
price was recently obtained there for 
prime green, but judging from samples 
received here lately nothing of that 
quality is obtainable there, and sup- 
plies at Cape Town have been ex- 
hausted for some time, Prices that 
a short time ago were regarded as 
fictitious have been paid for prime 
green leaves on spot, and the range 
for cheierest qualities now extends to 
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twenty-eight cents.

VARNISH GUMS HIGHER. 


Considerable interest is being mani- 
fested by the trade in the decided 
strong upward tendency to prices of 
all grades of varnish gums. As pointed 
out in the market reports of the Re- 
porter during the past six weeks, the 
strong situation, particularly Kauris 
and damars at the primary markets 
has been mentioned and a probable 
rise in prices predicted. This has been 
finally realized in the way of gradual 
substantial rises in_ prices. = SR 
claimed that the rise in the markets 
the world over is fully warranted, and 
attributed not alone to active buying 
from America, but to the continued 
large orders placed by Europe. Stocks 
at primary markets for prompt and 
future shipments have been readily ab- 
sorbed at advanced prices and the 
grades wanted mostly have become 
scarce, Predictions for a _ further 
sharp rise in prices are being freely 
made, The spot stock here of all grad- 
ings and kinds of brown and white 
gums are becoming extremely light, 
which also applies to number one and 
superior brown and white Kauri gums, 
as well as brown dust. Similar con- 
ditions prevail in New Zealand, and ac- 
cording to authentic statements the de- 
mand exceeds the productlon, Rumors 
are prevalent to the effect that the 
Batavia damar output is controlled by 
a French syndicate, and it is claimed, 
that perhaps this is the reason why 
this kind of gum has become so ex- 
tremely scarce at Batavia. During the 
past six weeks prices of Batavia gum, 
it is claimed, have been advanced fully 
fifteen per cent., and further sharp 
rises are looked for, owing to the un- 
usually large demand at Batavia, 
Other kinds of gums have shared to 
some extent in the rise of prices for 
Kauri and damars. Cable advices from 
Auckland, N. Z., noted®a very firm 
market, and high prices for some time 
to come are predicted. Varnish manu- 
facturers in America who delayed to 
place their fall orders in the hope of 
making cheaper purchases, have been 
forced to replenish their stocks and 
pay substantial advances for certain 
gradings of gums which cover the bulk 
of their usual stocks. Future develop- 
ments are being watched with keen in- 
terest by the trade here, and as many 
varnish manufacturers will be forced 
to replenish their stocks, it is claimed 
that further advances in the market 
here and abroad look very promising.

EXPORTS OF LARD AND TAL- 
LOW. 


The exports of lard and tallow dur- 
ing the first eight months of the pres- 
ent calendar year show a large in- 
crease over the corresponding period 
of last year, which is attributed to the 
lower prices which have prevailed for 
these and other greases. While the ex- 
ports from month to month have varied 
greatly, and the shipments of lard dur- 
ing the summer months are usually 
smaller than during other seasons, the 
movement has exceeded that of last 
year and August shows a decided in- 
crease, leading to the belief that the 
export movement during the remainder 
of the year will continue in excess of 
that of last year. The exports of lard 
during August reached a total of 56,- 
533,000 pounds, showing an increase, as 
compared with the exports during Au- 
gust of last year, of 3,704,000 pounds. 
During the period of eight months the 
shipments reached a total of 465.590,000 
pounds, showing an increase of 37,345,- 
000 pounds. The exports of tallow dur- 


For old yellowish 
leaves twenty cents is probably avail- 
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ing August amounted to 10,736,000 
pounds, showing an increase of 3,874,- 
000 pounds. During the eight months 
the exports reached a total of 68,124,000 
pounds, which is 20,383,000 pounds in 
excess of the exports during the same 
time last year. 

The exports of oleomargarine and 
oleo oil also show a gratifying increase. 
The shipments of oleomargarine during 
August amounted to 18,688,000 pounds, 
which shows an increase of 2,124,000 
pounds. For the period of eight months 
the shipments amounted to 144,256,000 
pounds, showing an increase of 29,457,- 
000 pounds. Exports of oleo oil during 
August amounted to 766,000 pounds, 
showing an increase of 276,000 pounds. 
During the eight months the shipments 
reached a total of 7,477,000 pounds and 
showed an increase of 2,121,000 pounds.

LOW RECORD FOR QUININE. 


The announcement of a decline of 
one cent in quinine by manufacturers 
on Friday established the market at a 
low record level. It is difficult to ac- 
count for the reduction by surface 
market conditions, since the cinchona 
bark auction at Amsterdam the day 
before resulted in an advance or 
about three per cent. and the consum- 
ing demand has been stimulated by the 
advance of the season. Manufacturers’ 
schedule is now on the basis of four- 
teen and one-half cents for bulk and 
the nearest point to this level in the 
records of the Reporter is fifteen cents, 
which prevailed from February until 
August, 1897. The declining course of 
the market during recent years is 
shown in the following table, giving 
the highest and lowest points touched 
during the period from 1892:—

The Reporter’s records show that in 
1876 the market touched its highest 
point at $3 and the lowest at $2.10. The 
slight enhancement in bark value at 
the Amsterdam sale did not arouse 
much encouragement in local trade, but 
some dealers believed it might warrant 
a 16c. market for quinine. The down- 
ward turn of the market occasioned 
general surprise. According to our 
Amsterdam correspondent’s cable the 
unit at the auction was 4.14 Dutch cents 
against 4.02 Dutch cents at the August 
sale. Ninety-eight per cent. of the of- 
ferings were sold.

Shipments of sulphur from New Or- 
leans, La., are steadily increasing each 
month, according to reports from that 
city, a statement being made that in 
one week in September over 12,000 tons 
went forward to New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia, Baltimore, and _ other 
ports. 

The spring catch of bowheads is now

The committee on patents, trade- 
marks and copyright of the Pan-Amer- 
ican Congress recently held at Rio de 
Janeiro, Brazil, adopted a resolution 
recommending the formation of an 
American union for the protection of 
patents, trade-marks and _ copyright 
with reistration offices at Havana and 
Rie de Janeiro. 

Flaxseed drying in a huge bin in the 
storage house of the Russel Salvage 
Company, at Buffalo, N. Y., burst into 
flames on the evening of Sept. 22, and 
so rapidly did the fire spread that with- 
in half an hour the building was a total 
loss. The loss, it is said, will amount 
to more than $100,000 and is fully cov- 
ered by insurance. 

Colorado’s big sulphur mine has re- 
sumed operations. The property, which 
is located on the Rio Grande, 26 miles 
above Crede, is owned by the American 
Sulphur & Mining Company. There is 
a great deposit of sulphur upon this 
ground, but for a number of years the 
claims were tied up in litigation. It is 
located upon State school land. 


The Mexico Herald says that ‘‘within 
the last four weeks practically every 
pound of sulphur received in this coun- 
try has been shipped from Sulphur, La, 
For years the supply has been from the 
mines in Italy. The sulphur has been 
shipped out of Hamburg and until re- 
cently there seemed rio good reason for 
thinking there would ever be another 
source.”’ 

J. S. Elkins, a prominent farmer eight 
miles west of Taylor, Texas, has been 
experimenting with some improved va- 
rieties of cottonseed with satisfactory 
results. He now has a variety of the 
product, samples of which he has on 
exhibition, which he claims will produce 
a pound of seed cotton to every fifty- 
five bolls. Mr, Elkins states that the 
variety will average a half-hundred 
bolls to the stalk, the bolls being un- 
usually large and hanging on the limbs 
like apples on a tree. The seed he 
planted were carefully selected last 
season from the picking of sixty-five 
acres of his best cotton. From the seed 
so selected he anticipates a yield this 
season of 300 pounds of cotton from an

The question 
involved is whether the staving of a 
hole in the hull of the steamer Cata- 
lina by the propeller of the steamer 
Baroda justifies the collection of about 
$500,000 damages by the Catalina’s own- 
ers. The accident occurred last Jan- 
uary in the South Pass of the Missis- 
sippi River and, it is alleged, caused 
the Catalina’s cargo of nitrate of soda 
to dissolve in the water which entered 
the steamer’s hull and become a total 
loss. 


An important drug product of the 
Montserrat district of Spain is the dried 
milk of the pawpaw fruit. The peas- 
ants have lately developed this as an 
industry, the exports of which have 
steadily increased since 1900. The milky 
juice (latex) which exudes from the 
fruit when the skin is scored is col- 
lected and sold to dealers, even being 
carried for miles to market. The reve- 
nue probably constitutes the largest 
direct form of monetary payment 
reaching the peasantry during the past 
two or three years. The pawpaw 
grows freely in many American States, 
but has not yet been made to render 
any commercial tribute, 


A recent meeting of Western plate 
glass jobbers was held at St. Louis at 
which the Western Plate Glass Jobbers’ 
Association was formed, with H, D. 
Condie secretary and W. S. Kenny, of 
the James H. Rice Co., Chicago, chair- 
man. Prices were adopted conforming 
with those now ruling in the districts 
covered by the Eastern and Central as- 
sociations. A joint meeting was held 
at Pittsburgh, Pa., on Tuesday, which 
was attended by representatives of the 
Eastern, Central and Western associa- 
tions, The object was to form a na- 
tional organization, and an effort will 
be made to enter into some sort of an 
alliance with plate glass manufactur- 
ers, 


The British foreign office has noti- 
fied the Canadian Government that 
cases not infrequently arise of fines 
being imposed on vessels by the Rus- 
sian customs authorities on account of 
clerical errors in bills of lading or other 
ships’ papers. The British ambassador 
at St. Petersburg has expressed the 
opinion that the proper mode of pro- 
ceeding in such cases appears to be in- 
sufficiently known, but it is essential 
both with a view to avoiding delay and 
securing proper attention to the facts, 
for the owners or agents of the vessel 
or goods on which a fine is imposed 
to follow the prescribed form of pro- 
cedure, which is to send a petition, 
drawn up in the Russian language and 
furnished with the requisite Russian 
stamps, to the imperial minister of 
finance, setting forth all the facts, and 
praying for a remission or reduction of 
the fine imposed, 
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The steamer Harold Dollar that went 
to the relief of the Arctic whalers, ar- 
rived back at Seattle Sept. 21, bringing 
81 men of the wrecked whaler Alex- 
ander and 15 men from the different 
ships. The Alexander was wrecked 
during a fog at Cape Terry on Aug. 
12, sinking almost immediately, the of- 
ficers and crew taking to the boats, in 
which they remained for 13 days with 
great suffering, living on whale blub- 
ber during the entire time. They were 
finally picked up by the steamer Her- 
man and taken to Point Barrow, and 
transferred to the Harold Dollar. The 
latter vessel brings down about 50,000 
Ibs. of whalebone, being from the 
catch of 25 bowheads taken by the fleet 
that was compelled to winter, and the 
yield of four bowheads taken this sea- 
son,

National Petroleum Association 
Active. 


The National Petroleum Association 
has filed complaints against the Chi- 
cago-Omaha lines, asking a reduction 
in the rate from Chicago to Omaha; 
against the Chicago and St. Paul lines, 
asking a reduction in rate on petroleum 
from Chicago to St. Paul and to in- 
termediate and intervening points be- 
tween there and Duluth. 


They have also filed a third com- 
plaint against the Trans-Continental 
lines, asking that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission apply the Chicago 
rate to Ohio and Pennsylvania refin- 
ing points, which it formerly did. 

They have also filed complaint 
against the railroads for the State of 
Ohio, asking for a reduction to a 
standard distance tariff within the 
State. They also have filed complaints 
against the railroads in the State of 
Indiana on the same basis. 

This association has made fight in the 
State of Missouri, which has not yet 
been decided upon. These are prac- 
tically the same fights that were 
made in the State of Arkansas. The 
same complaints will be made in other 
States having Railroad Commissions.

Pure Food and Drug Law Hearings 


Following is a brief filed with the 
commission appointed to make rules 
and regulations under the pure food 
and drug law by M. N. Kline, chair- 
man of the Committee on Legislation 
of the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association :— 


Dr. W. H. Wiley, Chairman Commission 
on Pure Food and Drug Rules and 
Regulations, Agricultural Department, 
Washington, D. C.:— 

Confirming my brief argument before 
the commission yesterday, I beg to sub- 
mit the following suggestions for your 
consideration:— 

1. Labeling Medicines.—I strongly urge 
that the commission, in issuing its rules 
upon the question of the label to be used 
to conform with the requirements of the 
law, should take into consideration that 
medicines which this law will effect are 
put up in packages varying in size from 
a two-dram vial to a gallon package, and 
that any fixed ruling as to the size of 
type to be used would prove very unsat- 
isfactory. 

My suggestion is that a ruling requiring 
the label to be e in type as plain 
and as large as the directions for the pro- 
prietary medicines, or on pharmaceutical 
preparations, the same size and style of 
type as that used in stating the ingredi- 
ents would be sufficient and satisfactory. 

I respectfully submit that as the law 
simply requires the giving of information 
as to the contents of alcohol and narcot- 
ics, if the above ruling is made it will 
fully answer the requirements of the law 
in this particular, without resulting in 
disfiguring the label, which, in proprie- 
tary medicines at least, is a very impor- 
tant consideration. 

I urge also that for the purpose of pro- 
viding for the goods in the hands of deal- 
ers on January 1st, 1907, your commission 
should rule that strip labels pasted on 
the outside front of the bottles, giving 
the required information, would be ad- 
mitted as a satisfactory compliance with 
the law. 

My alternative suggestion is to provide 
for an exemption label that would con- 
form with the style and size to be au- 
thorized by your commission, or the sec- 
retaries, would be still more satisfactory 
than the strip label before suggested. 

I urge also that the ruling with refer- 
ence to this information on the label be 
confined either to the inside label cover- 
ing directions, or to the label on the out- 
side of the package, or both. 

2. Method of Stating Proportion or 
Quantity of Other Ingredients Required to 
Be Named in Drugs, Including Size of Let- 
ters, Etc.—In reference to stating the pro- 
portion of alcohol in any given medicine, 
as required by the law, I respectfully 
urge that the maximum percentage of 
alcohol in any given preparation be all 
that should be required. My reason for 
this is that this ruling would convey to 
the public, for which the law is intended, 
all the information that was contem- 
plated by Congress in passing the law, 
and as exact proportions can be obtained 
only by making an assay of each individ- 
ual lot, such a requirement would add 
very greatly to the annoyance and ex- 
pense of each manufacturer of pharma- 
ceutical preparations, and would not have 
additional value to the community. 

8. Proportion of Narcotics in Medicines. 
—I strongly indorse the position taken by 
Dr. Schieffelin in his argument yesterday 
that a ruling should be made with regard 
to the percentage of narcotics; that it be 
admitted to be satisfactory when within 
five (5) per cent. of the actual percentage 
on drugs in which the narcotic proportion 
is rated by two (2) per cent. or over, or a 
variation of ten (10) per cent. where it is 
under two (2) per cent, 

4. Labeling of Goods by Manufacturers 
for Other Parties.—I submit that a ruling 
that where a pharmaceutical manufactur- 
er is employed to manufacture, pack and 
label goods for another that the name 
and address of the party for whom they 
are manufactured alone should be re- 
quired on the label. 

My contention is that the party for 
whom they are put up assumes the re- 
sponsibility of employing some one else to 
manufacture them, and is the one who is 
responsible under the law for their qual- 
ity and their compliance with the require- 
ments of the law, and I trust your com- 
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mission will find that this is in accordance 
with the opinion of the Attorney-General. 
These suggestions are respectfully sub- 
mitted by me on behalf of the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association.

Chinese Camphor Trade. 


The British consul at Foochou, 
China, makes the following report on 
the camphor trade of his district:— 


The business done in camphor, though 
large compared with previous years, fell 
short of general expectations. The year 
opened under most favorable conditions; 
there was a strong demand for camphor 
on the European markets and _ prices 
ruled high, while locally it was possible 
to procure the article at very profitable 
rates, which foreshadowed a large ana 
lucrative business. The monopoly, too, 
that had existed a — of years pre- 
viously had been quashed and the up- 
country native dealers, relieved of this 
restriction, threw themselves energetic- 
ally into the manufacture, and freely con- 
tracted to supply foreign merchants at 
reasonable prices. A considerable num- 
ber of contracts were entered into in this 
manner. Unfortunately, however, this 
state of things was not permitted to last. 
The officials soon interfered; proclama- 
tions were put out closing certain districts 
and forbidaing the manufacture and sale 
of camphor by private persons; the own- 
ers of trees were forbidden to sell them, 
and those who had already purchased and 
started distilling found themselves 
pounced upon and had their stills broken 
up and their property forcibly taken 
away or destroyed. This rendered the 
earrying out of the contracts entered into 
by native manufacturers impossible, and 
both they and their foreign clients were 
put to serious inconvenience and pecuni- 
ary loss, the latter in order to meet their 
engagements with their home constituents 
having to make good the shortage of 
camphor by purchases on the open market 
in Foochow at prices largely in excess of 
those they had contracted for. 

Representations to the authorities were 
without effect, and even claims made on 
them for losses which were proved to 
have been sustained through their direct 
obstruction of the trade, in violation of 
our treaty rights, failed to have effect, 
and it was with the utmost difficulty that 
business was carried on, 

The price of camphor on the local mar- 
ket, from being $70 or $80 in 1904, rose to 
$118 per picul in January, 1905, and to 
$130 towards the close of the year, while 
during the succeeding three months it 
was as high as $19. During this time the 
contract price in the interior ruled from 
$60 to $100 per picul, so that had no offi- 
cial interference in the free manufacture 
of the article intervened a very large 
business would have resulted. 

Notwithstanding all this, 


returns show a wonderful development in 
the trade since the year 1902, when cam- 
phor first made its appearance in the list 
of local exports, as will be seen by the 
following figures:—

While the amount leaving the port since 
the beginning of the present year (1906) 
up to the ena of May came to 4,400 piculs 
(5,200 ewts.) of the value of 352,000 Hai-

Brief in Drug Association Con- 


spiracy Case. 


Following is the brief submitted by 
the National Association of Retail 
Druggists in the case of the United 
States against the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association, the Proprietary 
Association of America, the National 
Association of Retail Druggists and 
various firms for alleged violation of 
the Sherman anti-trust act, in support 
of the demurrer filed several weeks 
ago:— | 

In the Circuit Court of the United State 
for the District of Indiana. United State 


of America vs. National Association of 
Retail Druggists et al, in equity. 
STATEMENT. 

The questions here presented arise on 
joint and several demurrers of certain de- 
fendants designated as the National Asso 
ciation of Retail Druggists and its agents 
to a bill or petition exhibited by the 
United States of America against certain 
manufacturers of and wholesale and re- 
tail dealers in drugs, druggists’ sundries, 
ete., citizens of and engaged in business in 
nearly all of the States composing the 
United States of America, It being there- 
in alleged on information and belief:— 

I. That the defendants, the National 
Association of Retail Druggists and its 
officers and agents, thereinafter referred 
to as the National Association of Retail 
Druggists and its agents, were at the time 
thereinafter mentioned and now are en- 
gaged in the regulation of the retail drug 
trade of the United States of America; 
that said National Association of Retail 
Druggists is composed of the representa- 
tives of nine hundred and seventy-nine 
(979) local associations, some incorporated 
and some unincorporated, located in every 
State of the United States except three 
States, three Territories and one district 
therein named; that the members affiliated 
with said defendants comprise more than 
fifty per centum of the retail druggists in 
the cities, towns, counties or districts 
throughout the United States in which 
said associations are organized and more 
than fifty per centum of the retail drug- 
gists of the United States; that said retail 
druggists deal in drugs, druggists’ sun- 
dries, etc.; that more than seventy-five 
per centum of said commodities distri- 
buted by said retail druggists to the con- 
sumers of any one State are manufactured 
in the several States of the United States 
and distributed from the States in which 
they are produced or manufactured 
throughout the United States, into States 
other than those in which they are pro- 
duced; that said defendants so employed 
are engaged in regulating commerce 
among the several States of the United 
States; that Charles C. Bombaugh, a de- 
fendant thereto, has, since Dec. 1, 1904,

and now is engaged in publishing a black- 
list upon the information supplied by and 
under the direction and control of the 
above named defendants. 

Il. That the defendants, thereinafter 
referred to as the National Wholesale 
Druggists’ Association and its members, 
were at the times thereinafter mentioned 
and now are members, officers, and agents 
of the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation, an unincorporated association; 
that said association is composed of an ac- 
tive membership of more than seventy- 
five per centum of the wholesale druggists 
of the United States and of an associate 
membership of more than seventy-five per 
centum of the manufacturers and pro- 
ducers of the commodities, the articles of 


trade and commerce of_ said wholesale 
druggists of the United States; that said 
members deal in drugs, medicines, pro- 
prietary articles and medicines, surgical 


supplies, plasters and druggists’ sundries; 
that said members are located at and 
transacting business in every State of the 
United States, except in four States there- 
in named; that said wholesale druggists, 
in carrying on their trade and commerce, 
respectively, buy and receive more than 
seventy-five per centum of the aforesaid 
commodities from divers points in dif- 
ferent States of the United States in 
which they are produced or manu- 
factured, other than the States in which 
said wholesale druggists respectively 
are located and said wholesale drug- 
gists respectively sell and ship said com- 
modities both within the States where 
said dealers respectively are located, and 
into other States of the United States; and 
said commodities are received and ship- 
ned over the lines of transportation of the 
several railway companies connecting said 
places of sale and said places of delivery; 
that in so carrying on said trade said 
wholesale druggists are persons engaged 
in trade and commerce among the several 
States of the United States; that said de- 
fendants, the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association, and its members, are 
engaged in regulating the trade and com- 
merce of the wholesale druggists above set 
forth; that in so doing said defendants 
are persons engaged in regulating trade 
and commerce among the several States 
of the United States. 

Ill. That the defendants, thereinafter 
referred to as ‘Tripartite Proprietors,” 
were at the times thereinafter mentioned 
and now are engaged in the manufacture 
and sale of proprietary articles and medi- 
cines; that said defendants in person and 
by their respective agents. sell the articles 
of their respective manufacture from the 


States of their respective locations to 
wholesale dealers in proprietary articles 
and medicines in every State of the 


United States, and ship said commodities 
over the lines of transportation of the 
several companies connecting the places of 
manufacture with the places of delivery: 
that in so carrying on said trade said 
“Tripartite Proprietors’? are persons en- 
gaged in trade and commerce among the 
several States of the United States. 

IV. That the defendants, thereinafter 
referred to as “Blacklist Manufacturers,” 
were at the times thereinafter mentioned 


and now are manufacturers and dealers 
in proprietary articles and medicines, 
pharmaceutical products, surgical dress- 


ings or other articles of trade and com- 
merce among drug dealers: that sald de- 
fendants in person and by their respective 
agents sell the articles of their respective 
manufacture from the States of their re- 
spective locations to wholesale dealers in 
proprietary articles and medicines in every 
State of the United States and ship said 
commodities over the lines of transporta- 
tion of the several railway companies con- 
necting the places of manufacture with 
the places of delivery: that in so carry- 
ing on said trade said “Blacklist Manu- 
facturers” are persons engaged in trade 
and commerce among the several States 
of the United States. 

’. That the defendants thereinafter re- 
ferred to as “Wholesale Contract Pro- 
prietors,’’ were at the times thereinafter 
mentioned and now are engaged in the 
manufacture and sale of proprietary ar- 
ticles and medicines; that said defendants 
in person and by their respective agents 
sell the articles of their respective manu- 
facture from the States of their respective 
locations to wholesale dealers in proprie- 
tary articles and medicines in every 
State of the United States, and ship said 
commodities over the lines of transporta- 
tion of the several railway companies con- 
necting the places of manufacture with 
the places of delivery: that in so earrying 
on said trade said ‘Wholesale Contract 
Proprietors” are persons engaged in trade 
and commerce among the several States 
of the Tinited States. 

VI. That the defendants thereinafter 
referred to as “Direct Contract Proprie- 
tors,’’ were at the times thereinafter men- 
tioned and now are engaged in the manu- 
facture and sale of pronrietary articles 
and medicines; that said defendants in 
person and by their respective agents sell 


the articles of their respective manu 
facture from the States of their re 
spective locations to wholesale deal- 
ers in proprietary articles and medi 
cines in every State of the United States, 
and ship said commodities over the 
lines of transportation of ‘the several 


railway companies connecting the places 
of manufacture with the places of deliv- 
ery; that in so carrying on said trade 
said “Direct Contract Proprietors” are 
persons engaged in trade and commerce 
among the several States of the United 
States. 

VII. That prior to the acts of defend- 
ants thereinafter complained of the said 
manufacturers were independent of each 
other in the matter of conducting the 
nortions of the trade being carried on by 
them respectively, and should have con- 
ducted said portions in competition with 
each other: the wholesale dealers in sald 
commodities In the Thnited States were 
independent of each other in the matter 
of conducting the portions of the trade 
being carried on by them respectively, 
and should have conducted said portions 
in competition with each other: the retail 
dealers in said commodities in the Tinited 
States were indenendent of each other in 
the matter of conducting the portions of 
the trade being carried on by them re- 
snectively, and should have conducted 
said portions in competition with each 
other: the said manufacturers. wholesale 
dealers and retail dealers would each re- 
snectively so have conducted his portion 
of said trade and commerce but for the 
acts of the defendants thereinafter com- 
nlained of. Prior to August 10, 1900. the 
defendants, the National Wholesale Drug- 
gists’ Association and its members. con- 
triving and intending unlawfully to re- 


strain and prevent competition in the 
trade and commerce among the several 
States carried on by the manufacturers 
and the wholesale dealers in proprietary 
articles and medicines, had, by agreement 
with the prominent manufacturers of said 
commodities, confined the sales of the 
products of said manufacturers at whole- 
sale prices, to those wholesale dealers 
who had agreed to sell said products to 
the retail dealer at a price predetermined 
by the manufacturer without regard to 
competitive conditions, and at a _ price 
higher than would have obtained in the 
absence of said unlawful agreement. Sub- 
sequently the defendants, the National 
Association of Retail Druggists and its 
agents, contriving and intending unlaw- 
fully to restrain and prevent competition 
among retail druggists throughout the 
United States in the trade and commerce 
in proprietary articles and medicines, re- 
quested the manufacturers of said com- 
modities throughout the United States to 
limit their sales at prices lower than 
“list’’ prices (‘‘list’’ prices were those at 
which said articles were sold by the 
wholesale dealer to the retail dealer) to a 
list of wholesale dealers to be compiled 
by a joint committee composed of the 
“Proprietary Committee’ of the defend- 
ants, the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association and its members, the ‘‘Exec- 
utive Committee” of the defendant, the 
National Association of Retail Druggists, 
and a committee delegated by the Pro- 
prietary Association of America, an asso- 
ciation of which defendants, the manu- 
facturers, were members. As a result of 
and in pursuance of the object of this re- 
quest, on or about August 10, 1900, and at 
other times subsequent thereto therein- 
after specified, the defendants, the Na- 
tional Association of Retail Druggists and 
its agents, Charles C. Bombaugh, the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association 
and its members, and the ‘Tripartite 
Proprietors,’’ the ‘‘Blacklist Manufactur- 
ers,’ the ‘‘Wholesale Contract Proprie- 
tors,” and the “Direct Contract Proprie- 
tors,’ acting individually, contriving and 
intending unlawfully to restrain and pre- 
vent competition among the manufactur- 
ers, among the wholesale dealers ana 
among the retail dealers of the United 
States in the interstate trade in the pur- 
chase and sale of the commodities, the 
subject of the trade and commerce of sald 
defendants, and contriving and intending 
unlawfully to deprive the public of the 
advantages of purchase of said commodi- 
ties at competitive prices theretofore en- 
joyed through the independent competi- 
tion of said dealers, entered into an un- 
lawful combination or conspiracy to place 
restraint upon the interstate trade and 
commerce carried on by the manufactur- 
ers, and the wholesale dealers and the 
retail dealers in the articles of their 
manufacture, and to suppress the com- 
petition theretofore existing between 
said manufacturers, said wholesale 
dealers and the said dealers in 
said interstate trade and commerce 
through the instrumentality and by the 
means thereinafter described, that is to 
say: 

VIII. That in pursuance of the unlaw- 
ful combination or conspiracy aforesaid, 
and solely as an instrumentality through 
which to effect its purposes, the “Tripar- 
tite Provrietors,’’ individually, the Na- 
tional Wholesale Druggists’ Association 
and its members, and the National Asso- 
ciation of Retail Druggists and its agents, 
entered into the following contracts and 
agreements:—Said ‘Tripartite Proprie- 
tors,’”’ on or about Aug. 10, 1900, agreed to 
sell, and in performance of said agree- 
ments sold and now sell the articles of 
their manufacture at prices lower than 
‘list’? prices to those wholesale dealers 
only whose names appear upon a list pre- 
nared and issued by the defendants, the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association 
and its members (said list being therein- 
after called the “recognized jobbers list’’). 
Each of said “Tripartite Proprietors” 
agreed to sell and in performance of said 
agreement sold and now sell like quanti- 
ties of his product to each wholesale 
dealer on said ‘‘recognized jobbers list’’ at 
the same price regardless of competitive 
conditions. In pursuance of the objects of 
said unlawful combination or conspirarcy, 
each of said “Tripartite Proprietors’ 
agreed to fix, and in pursuance of said 
agreement fixed and now fixes the price 
at which the wholesale dealer must sell 
the articles of his manufacture to the re- 
tail dealer; the resolutions of the defend- 
ants, the National Wholesale Druggists’ 
Association and its members, against the 
pavment of freights on shipments to re- 
tail dealers. and determining uniform 
terms and discounts upon which sales to 
retail dealers must be made, were and 
now are part of the ‘fixed price’ deter- 
mined py each “Tripartite Proprietor” for 
the commodities manufactured by him in 


their sale by the wholesale to the retail | 


dealer; each of said “Tripartite Pro- 
prietors” agreed not to sell, and in pur- 
suance of said agreement refused and now 
refuses to sell articles of his manufac- 
ture at any price, to persons designated as 
“ageressive cutters,’’ brokers, or to retail 
or wholesale dealers suvplying said ‘“‘ag- 
gressive cutters’’ or brokers; each of said 
“Tripartite Proprietors’ agreed to recog- 
nize as an “aggressive cutter’? one desig- 
nated as such on a list of “aggressive cut- 
ters‘* supnvlied to said ‘Tripartite Pro- 
vrietors’’ by the National Association of 
Retail Druggists and its agents. In pur- 
suance of the objects of said unlawful 
combination or conspiracy, and on consid- 
eration of the aforesaid agreements of the 
“Trivartite Provrietors,”’ and the agree- 
ments of the National Association of Re- 
tail Druegists and its agents. hereinafter 
set forth the National Wholesale Drue- 
eists Association and its members, de- 
fendants therein, agreed to place upon its 
“recognized jobbers list,”” and in nerform- 
ance of said agreement did and does place 
unon said list only those wuolesale deal- 
ers in the commodities manufactured bv 
said _ ‘“Trinartite Provrietors” throughout 
the Tnited States. who agree to sell the 
commodities sold by them without nrefer- 
ence to any particular article vieldine 
more profit; to refrain from asking dis- 
counts greater than those prevailing: to 
cease to manufacture or sell non-secret 
compounds which might be offered as sub- 
stitutes for and in comnetition with secret 
comnonnds of like character manufac- 
tured by anv of the “Tripartite Pronrie- 
tors’’: to sell to retail or wholesale deal- 
ers, where said sales were nermitted. onlv 
at vrices fixed hy the mannfacturer. and 
to refuse to sell at anv price to nersons 
recornized is “aggressive evtters.” or as 
sunmliers of such “cutters” by the ‘“Tri- 
partite Proprietors.”’ 





In pursuance of the objects of said un- 
lawful combination or conspiracy, and in 
consideration of the aforesaid agreements 
of the al Whine Proprietors’’ and of the 
National olesale Druggists’ Association 
and its members, the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists and its agents, 
defendants therein, agreed to compile and 
supply, and in performance of said agree- 
ment did and now do supply for the in- 
formation of the wholesale druggists and 
the “Tripartite Proprietors’ lists of ‘“ag- 
gressive cutters,’’ brokers, and their sup- 
pliers; to discourage the practive of ‘‘sub- 
stitution” by retail druggists and to in- 
oeeee the number of tripartite proprie- 
ors. 

In pursuance of the agreement and un- 
dertaking of the defendants, said list of 
“aggressive cutters’? was to be, was, and 
now is composed of those dealers 
throughout the United States who refuse 
to agree to a schedule of prices at which 
the goods manufactured by the ‘“Tripar- 
tite Proprietors,’’ and other merchandise, 
are to be sold to the public, after seventy- 
five per centum of the retail dealers of 
any market have agreed upon such sched- 
ule of prices, together with such persons 
as sell said merchandise to such “aggres- 
sive cutters.”’ 

IX. That the enforcement of said con- 
tracts and agreements was and is secured 
by tthe following means:—Defendants 
therein, the National Association of Re- 
tail Druggists and its agents, by means 
of publications calculated to bring its ob- 
jects into ridicule and contempt, and by 
means of the united boycott and discrim- 
ination by the retail druggists of the 
United States, members of the local asso- 
ciations affiliated with said defendants, 
has coerced and still coerces many manu- 
facturers of proprietary articles,.who but 
for said acts would have continued to 
conduct their respective businesses upon 
independent ana competitive principles, to 
adopt the aforementioned so-called ‘‘Tri- 
partite Plan’ for the sale of the articles 
of their manufacture; said defendant, by 
means of organizers sent into every mar- 
ket of the United States, has organized 
the retail dealers of nine hundred and 
forty-three of said markets, and by per- 
suasion and by threats of blacklisting, as 
“aggressive cutters,’’ has secured and is 
securing the adoption of schedules for the 
sale to the public of the articles manufac- 
tured by said ‘‘Tripartite Proprietors’ and 
of almost every article sold by said retail 
druggists; said schedules were and are 
in each instance at prices higher than 
would have prevailed but for said adop- 
tion; retail druggists not members of said 
associations and not signatories of said 
schedules. who, but for the intimidation 
by said defendants would have sold the 
said commodities upon independent and 
competitive principles, by threats of — 
blacklisted were and are compelled to se 
said commodities at schedule prices; the 
refusal of any of said retail dealers to sell 
any one of said ‘Tripartite’ commodities 
at said schedule prices resulted and still 
results in his being listed as an “ag- 
gressive cutter’; as a result of being 
so listed said dealer is refused his sup- 
plies by the manufacturer or any regular 
wholesale or retail dealer in any commod- 
ities manufactured by any of said ‘‘Tri- 
partite Proprietors”; when any such deal- 
er so sells to said blacklisted retail deal- 
er, he is himself listed and is unable to 
purchase said supplies; in any instances 
said blacklisted dealers are unable to ob- 
tain not only said scheduled commodities, 
but by reason of the acts of defendants 
are unable to obtain drug supplies of any 
kind. The enforcement of sales by the 
wholesale dealer to the retail dealer at 
prices fixed by the ‘Tripartite Proprie- 
tor” is secured by a “rebate’’ system, by 
the terms whereof each wholesale dealer 
is charged at “‘list’’ price, and receives his 
profit or “‘rebate’’ only upon the perform- 
ance or promise to perform all of the con- 
ditions of the manufacturer; said prices 
are also maintained by the defendants, 
the National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation and its members, removing from 
its “recognized jobbers list” such dealers 
as violate said conditions; sales to per- 
sons on the blacklist of the National As- 
sociation of Retail Druggists and its 
agents results in the blacklisting of said 
seller. Said blacklist is styled ‘Cutters of 
Proprietaries’’ and was up to and includ- 
ing the issue of December 1, 1904, com- 
piled, printed and distributed at the ex- 
pense of and by the National Association 
of Retail Druggists and its agents, de- 
fendants therein; said list since said date 
has been distributed by said Charles C. 
Bombaugh, said Charles C. Bombaugh 
in the printing of said list receiving his 
information from, and in the insertion 
and omission of names is controlled by 
the defendants, the National Asso- 
elation of Retail Druggists and its 
agents; by reason of said unlawful 
combination or conspiracy competition 
between said ‘Tripartite Proprietors 
in their trade or commerce among the 
several States is restrained in that 
each of said “Tripartie Proprie- 
tors” is restricted to the same purchasers; 
in that the blacklisting of a dealer on ac- 
count of the breach of the conditions of 
the parties to said conspiracy or combina- 
tion in regard to an article manufactured 
by one of said “Tripartite Proprietors,” 
prevents all of said ‘Tripartite Proprie- 
tors” from selling their products to said 
dealer; in that wholesale dealers must sell 
without preference to any particular ar- 
ticle manufactured by said “Tripartite 
Proprietors;” which yields more profit; 
and in that wholesale dealers are pre- 
vented from manufacturing or selling non- 
secret compounds which would compete 
with the articles manufactured by said 
“Tripartite Proprietors,’’ competition be- 
tween the wholesale dealers, members of 
said National Wholesale Druggists’ Asso- 
ciation, and others in their trade and com- 
merce among the several States is re- 
strained, in that each wholesale dealer can 
buy from the manufacturer or other deal- 
ers only at the same quantity prices, re- 
gardless of competitive conditions; in tha’ 
each of said wholesale dealers may sell 
only at the same price fixed by the mant- 
facturer regardless of competitive condi- 
tions, and in that he may not pay freight 
charges and is thereby restricted in his 
sales to the territory contiguous to his

In 
some instances corroders claim that 
they are behind in their orders to fill 
current requirements, and_ similar 
complaints are being heard from deal- 
ers, who are unable to cover the urgent 
wants of consumers, owing to light 
available supplies. Prices show in- 
creased strength, in sympathy with the 
strong and upward movement in prices 
for pig lead and a rise in quotations on 
dry lead and lead in oil looks promis- 
ing.

Trade in Candles, 


We have so supremely passed from 
the use of “ancient’’ appliances as 
commodities that our manufacturers 
scarcely ever consider anything of trade 
consequence save the most advanced 
products; yet a glance at the trade sta- 
tistics of other countries shows that a 
fair percentage thereof is made up of 
what we are likely ‘to designate ‘‘crudi- 
ties’—things which have long ago 
given way in the United States to up- 
to-date products, and thereby not 
worth consideration in our foreign trade 
estimates. Our foreign trade in candles 
is a fair example of this. 


Although we have a fair export trade 
in candles, aggregating $701,000 and $609,- 
000 in 1905 and 1906, respectively, our man- 
ufacturers have paid no particular atten- 
tion to it, merely supplying the demana 
which has been created by the worth of 
this product. While it might not be, per- 
haps, profitable to incur directly any large 
outlay of time or money for the special 
enlargement of this trade, the exports of 
our candles could be very much increased 
by practical efforts in connection with our 
trade in other products. 

If we stop to consider the 
still use candles as a household illumi- 
nant and those who would use them if 
they could be obtained, and to whom they 
woula be great “luxuries,” are, to say the 
least, as numerous as those who use the 
more advanced illuminants, and that the 
places of those who pass from the use of 
candles will be more than made up by 
those who will advance to the use of can- 
dies, thus guaranteeing the stability of 
the trade, the field assumes proportions 
well worth the consideration of our man- 
ufacturers.

It is to be 
regretted that the qualities and amounts 
of the different qualities of candles ex- 
ported are not given, official statistics 
merely designating them as ‘“canales of 
all sorts.”’

Vanilla and Cocoanut Oil in the 


Seychelles, 


A British Colonial Office report for 
1905 on the trade of the Seychelle Is- 
lands gives the following particulars 
of the exports of vanilla and cocoanut

The striking feature in the foregoing 
statement is the continued collapse of 
vanilla, the staple export of this colony 
for many years, The melancholy record 
of the rise and fall of the vanilla enter- 
prise is examined more fully in the fol- 
lowing paragraph. 

Vanilla may have a future; in no_ place 
are the conditions of nature more favor- 
able than in Seychelles, but for the pres- 
ent it is of little value, and the crop of 
1906 is so small that it cannot be expected 
to exceed 20,000 kilos, ; 

The cocoanut plantations, if properly 
tended and scientifically treated, might 
yield double the quantity exported in 
1905, and the figures for 1906 will show a 
large increase. The colony, however, 
might enormously add to_its_ resources 
were capital found for the development of 
rubber cultivation, for which the soil and 
climate are as suitable as any to be found 
in Ceylon, e 

Vanilla has long held the pride of place 
at the head of the products of Seychelles. 
In 19% it has been displaced by cocoanut 
products, which have been exported to 
the value of Rs.413,951, whereas vanilla 
has fallen in value to Rs.282,876. The 
quantity exported was more than antici- 
pated, being 48,208 kilos., or over 100,000 
lbs., but the actual crop did not exceed 
36,000 kilos., the surplus consisting of the 
balance of the crops of 193 and 1904, 
which had been held up for better prices. 
The crop for 1906 will not exceed 20,000 
kilos., and there is only a very small 
stock of old vanilla held locally. The 
eause of the falling-off in crops in 1904, 
195 and 1906 is the period of drought in 
1904, which destroyed one-third of the 
vines end reduced the vitality of the re- 
mainder. The crop of 194 had been ex- 
pected, judging from the flowering season 
of 1908, to be normal, viz., 60,000 kilos., but 
in consequence of the drought it reached 
45000 kilos only. The drought of 
checked the flowering for 195, and a cro 
of 36,000 kilos was the result. A repetition 
of the period of drought in 1905 led to an 
almost complete failure of the flowering 
season for the crop of 1906, when the total 
amount cured will not exceed one-third of 
an average one and will be as small as 
that for 1900, without the saving grace of 
high prices. Favorable weather in 1§ 
promises a good flowering season for the 
erop of 1907; the vines are in good heart, 
and it is probable that—as far os a fore- 
cast is possible—the crop should be up to 
50,000 kilos. What the failure of the va- 
nilla.means to Seychellles may be illus- 
trated by the fact that, for the term of 
ten years before 1904, the average crop 
represented an output of 38,476 kilos., 
valued at Rs.714.096. and selling at an 
average price of Rs.17.95 per kilo. In 190, 
the export of vanilla was valued at 
Rs. 282,876, with an average price of Rs.5.87 
per kilo. And the failure means more 
than this, for planters had been living on 
a scale commensurate with their recent 
good fortune, and traders had been ac- 
corded credit on a similar scale. Credit 
ceased suddenly, and advances on crops 
and on mortgage were called in, and no 
banking institution existed to help those 
planters, who held valuable properties, 
but lacked, for the moment, means to 
keep them in cultivation or to supplement 
their resources by the introduction of new 
products. At this juncture the govern- 
ment, being supported on the authoritv 
of the Secretary of State by a credit with 
the Crown agents. was enabled, under the 
provisions of Ordinance No. 4 of 1904, to 
advance to approved planters, on the se- 
curity of first mortgage, sums not to ex- 
seed Rs.100,000 in the aggregate. These 
loans have saved many planters from 
bankruptcy, and staved off the abandon- 
ment of cultivation on several valuable 
properties. The amount actually lent at 
the close of 1995 was Rs.67.800, when the 
further operation of the ordinance had to 
he susnended. Although the vanilla crop 
for 1906 is again a failure, there has been 
a resolute effort on all sides to improve 
cocoanut cultivation, and to develop new 
industries, especially rubber cultivation; 
so the prospects for 1907 are more gen- 
erally hopeful than for three vears past.

The quantity of vanilla cleared for Lon- 
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don in 195 was 22,566 kilos., valued at 
Rs.187,185; the proportion of the crop and 
the total value being much as in 1904. 
London is looked upon as the better mar- 
ket when prices are good, but Paris sales 
are steadier when demand is dull; that 
conclusion is based on the fact that there 
are regular monthly sales in London, 
where parcels are sometimes put up for 
forced sale; whereas in Paris there is no 
open market,.but the principal buyers, 
having. standing contracts -with the 
wholesale consumers, are_ready to buy at 
a figure which is not subject to market 
fiuctuations. As the price ruled uniformly 
low during 1905, the proportion sent to 
London was no more than 46 per cent. of 
the total; in prosperous years the propor- 
tions sent to London has been as high as 
two-thirds. The export of vanilla to Paris 
included more than half the crop (24,757 
kilos.), valued at Rs.136,462. 

The report by the curator of botanic 
station for the year 190 states that the 
rainfall during 1905 was unfortunately dis- 
tributed, and the vanilla crop for 1906 
will be considerably reduced. The weather 
was very promising until the end of July, 
but the rain fell abundantly in August and 
September, and the vamilla vines put 
forth new growth instead of flowering. 
Orange and lime trees should be planted 
on @ much greater scale than they are at 
present for exportation as fruits, and for 
the production of oftrate of lime. In 
short, the climate of Seychelles is highly 
beneficial to the growth of citrus trees, 
and better attention should be paid to 
them. Citrate of lime is imported in the 
United Kingdom to the amount of 1,400 
tons annually, anda planter of this col- 
ony has succeeded in making a sample 
of citrate containing 65 per cent. citric 
acid. The lime industries aré specially 
adapted to Seychelles labor and to the 
shipping difficuities ef the colony, and 
there is also a certain amount of profit to 


be derived from them by the production, 


of hand-press oils (worth 3s. 6d. on the 
London market). The future of this col- 
ony lies in tree planting ona greater scale 
than it is at present, and not in cultivat- 
ing herbaceous plants which are so sus- 
ceptible to climatic variations,

Cost of Denatured Alcohol. 


Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Yerkes and Congressman E, J. Hill, of 
Connecticut, recently returned from 
Europe, where they made an examina- 
tion of the working of regulations for 
free denatured alcohol in Great Britain, 
France and Germany, and have fur- 
nished some interesting information on 
the subject:— 7 + % . 

Representative Hill says that, spurred 
on by the keenness of German competi- 
tion, Great Britain has found it necessary 
to make much more liberal provision for 
the use of free alcohol than heretofore. 
Where a 10 per cent. denaturant had been 
used formerly, only 5 per cent. will here- 
after be used, thus materially reducing 
the cost. Besides that, the cost of super- 
vision, which has heretofore been thrown 
wpon the consumer, will, under the terms 
ef the bill, be hereafter paid wholly by 
the government. The investigators also 
found that Australia had taken the mat- 
ter up and that every probability exists 
for a law being passed very similar to 
that adopted by our Congress at its last 


session, France is paying a bounty of 5 
cents a ion on all completely denatured 
spirit. . Hill says that in Manchester 


there are two large factories where de- 
natured alcohol is being used in the man- 
ufacture of hats. At one factory the pro- 
prietor said that he paid from 30 to 32 
cents per gallon for denatured alcohol. 
They bought their spirit on printed requl- 
sition forms and were under bonds to the 
government for its proper use. A govern- 
ment inspector came into the _ factory 
whenever he chose to do so. The man- 
ufacturers use the spirit, recover it, and 
redistill the product in their own factory 
and use it over again until it is used up. 
The only restriction placed upon them was 
that they were not allowed to sell either 
the original or recovered spirit, but aside 
from that used it as they pleased. 

The mixture which was there used con- 
sisted of 90 per cent. ethyl alcohol, 10 per 
cent. methyl alcohol, with 3 per cent. of 
benzine added. Under the provisions of 
the new law the 10 per cent. of wood spirit 
will be reduced to 5 per cent. The ben- 
zine is not required to be added, except 
where recovery and redistillation is prac- 
ticed. Mr. Hill said that they had no 
trouble in buying completely denatured al- 
cohol as freely as they could buy any 
other article kept for sale. and he thinks 
that the same freedom of use should be 
accorded to the hat and other manufac- 
turers of the United States. 

Mr. Hill tells of visiting an extensive es- 
tablishment near London for denaturing 
alcohol. On the ground floor were four 
large iron tanks holding about 2,500 gal- 
lons each. On the next floor were twenty- 
one casks of spirit which had - been 
brought under seal from the bonded ware- 
house. On the third floor were the wood- 
alcohol tanks, and on the fourth floor 
cans of methylated materials. On the 
fourth floor the covers to the wood-alcohol 
tanks were removed (these tank covers 
were flush with that floor) and the con- 
tents gauged and tested.. The quantity 
to be put into the tanks on the first floor 
was run off through pipes connecting with 
the first-floor tanks and the upper tanks 
relocked. Then going to the second floor. 
each cask of the grain spirit was gauged 
and tested and the tank covers, which 
were flush with the floor, were removed 
and the casks of the grain spirit were run 
into the tanks below. The mixture was 
then stirred with long-handled wooden 
naddles and the tank covers replaced, and 
the material was ready for sale free of 
tax. The mixture was 10 per cent, wood 
alcohol and 9 per cent. ethyl alcohol 
made from molasses. and was what 
known as e ordinary methylating 
spirit used for manufacturing purnoses 
onlv and used under bond. The completely 
denatured svirit is made by adding to the 
foregoing three-eighths of 1 per cent. of 
benzine. 

Mr. Hill, said. one.of professors at 
the institution in Germany, known as the 
Tnstitution of the Association of the 
United Alcohol Manufacturers, which is 
onerated and maintained for educational 
nurnoses at the expense of the trust, re- 
ferrine -to the statement prevalent in 
America that the use of alep in the 
internal explosion engine resulted in the 





corrosion of the metal, remarked that 
that was nonsense, and immediately took 
Mr. Hill into a distillery where a large 
engine had beén in continuous use with 
alcohol for the past six years. He ad- 
mitted, however, that they had not fully 
overcome the difficulties with regard to 
the use of alcohol in the high-speed auto- 
mobile, but expressed entire confidence 
that it would only be a short time before 
that would be accomplished. 

The strongest alcohol of commerce in 
the United States is usually 95 per cent. 
alcohol, and the price varies from $2.30 
to $2.50 per gallon, showing that the 
greater part of the cost is due to the rev- 
enue levied by the government. The 
greater part of the 60,000,000 gallons of al. 
cohol consumed in the United States is 
used in the manufacture of whisky and 
other beverages. The revenue tax pre- 
vents the use of alcohol to any great 
extent in the industries of the country. 
The bill passed at the last Congress, de- 
signed. to promote the use of untaxed 
alcohol in the arts and as fuel, takes 
effect January 1, 1907. The first effect of 
free alcohol will be, it is said, to supplant 
the 12,000,000. gallons of wood alcohol 
which are used in the manufacture of 
paints, varnishes, shellacs, and other pur- 
poses. Another wse that is expected of 
denatured alcohol is in the manufacture 
of certain products, such as dyestuffs and 
chemicals, which cannot now be manufac- 
tured commercially in this country because 
of the high cost of alcohol, and which are 
imported largely from Europe. A very 
rapid development of the industry of 
manufacturing chemicals as a result of 
free alcohol is looked for.. In the pro- 
duction of alcohol there is always formed 
as a by-product a certain amount of fusel 
oil, which is very useful in manufacturing 
lacquers which are used on metallic sub- 
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stances, fine hardware, gas fixtures and 
similar articles. The industries manufac- 
turing these wares will undoubtedly re- 
ceive a great stimulus as a result of 
cheaper fusel oil caused by the increased 
production of alcohol. 

The use of denatured alcohol as a fuel 
has yet to be fully developed. Although 
alcohol has only about half the heating 
power of kerosene or gasoline, gallon for 
gallon, yet it has many valuable proper- 
ties which may enable it to compete suc- 
cessfully in spite of its lower fuel value. 
In the first place it is very much safer. 
Alcohol has a tendency to simply heat the 
surrounding vapors and produce currents 
of hot gases which are not usually 
brought to high enough temperature to 
inflame articles at a distance. It can be 
easily diluted with water, and when it is 
diluted to more than one-half it ceases to 
be inflammable. Hence it may be readily 
extinguished; while burning gasoline, by 
floating on the water, simply spreads its 
flame when water is applied to it. Al- 
though alcohol has far less heating ca- 
pacity than gasoline, the best experts be- 
lieve that it will develop a much higher 
percentage of efficiency in motors than 
does gasoline. Since gasoline represents 
only about 2 per cent. of the petroleum 
which is refined, its supply is limited and 
its price must constantly rise, in view of 
the enormous demand made for it for au- 
tomobiles and gasoline engines in general. 
This will open a new opportunity for de- 
natured alcohol. Industrial alcohol is now 
used in Germany in small portable lamps, 
which give it ail the effects of a mantel 
burner heated by gas. The expense for 
alcohol is only about two-thirds as much 
per candle power as is the cost of kero- 
sene. Even at 25 or 30 cents a gallon, de- 
natured alcohol can successfully compete 
with kerosene as a means of lighting.

Druggists and its agents. Said defend- 
ants, the National Association of Retail 
Druggists and its agents, the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association and its 
members and the “Tripartite Proprietors” 
in the above manner have effected a con- 
spiracy or combination in restraint of the 
trade or commerce among the several 
States and by reason thereof regulate and 
govern the sales of more than fifty per 
centum of proprietary articles and medi- 
cines, and more than_ seventy-five per 
centum of the volume of business done in 
said trade and commerce among manufac- 
turers of said articles and among whole- 
sale and retail dealers and the public, and 
will continue so to do, unless restrained 
by order of this court. 

X. That in pursuance of the unlawful 
combination or conspiracy set forth in 
paragraph VII. thereof, to which refer-

forth in paragraphs XT. and XTT. thereof: 
and from issuing, causing to be issued, 
or aiding in any way in the publication or 
issuance of lists or other documents pur- 
porting to contain the names of persons, 
corporations or partnerships not adhering 
to contracts or not maintaining prices 
fixed by the defendants as hereinbefore 
charged, or lists or documents purporting 
to contain names of persons, corporations 
or partnerships who alone adhere to their 
contracts or maintain the prices fixed by 
the defendants as thereinbefore charged; 
and from securing ‘the adoption of or 
from aiding in any way in securing the 
adoption of, and from enforcing or from 
aiding in enforcing the maintenance of 
any schedule for the sale of the aforesaid 
products by the retail dealers of any mar- 
ket to the consumers of said market: and 
that a mandatory injunction may issue 
requiring said National Association of Re- 
tail Drugegists, its members, officers, com- 
mittees, agents, servants and attorneys, 
and each and every one of them, to re- 
lease each and every manufacturer of pro- 
prietary articles and medicines, drugs, 
medicines, pharmaceutical preparations, 
surgical supplies, plasters, or druggists’ 
sundries from any contract, agreement. 
or understanding as to the sale of the 
articles of his manufacture as set forth 
in paragraphs VIIT., X.. XI. and XTTI. 
thereof; and to recall each and every list 
or other document in whose issuance or 
publication they, or any of them, aided 
in any manner, purporting to contain 
names of persons, corporations or part- 
nerships not adhering to contracts or not 
maintaining prices fixed by the defendants 
as thereinbefore charged, or lists or docu- 
ments purporting to contain. names of 
persons. corporations or partnerships who 
alone adhere to contracts or maintain 


named therein as the National Wholesale 
Druggists Association and its members, 
their officers, committees, servants, agents 
and attorneys, and each and every one of 
them, be perpetually enjoined, pursuant 
to the allegations of the bill or petition.

Substitute for Tripoli. 
Washington, Sept. 28, 1906. 
The United States Geological Survey has 
made a brief report upon a series of de- 
posits of a material which is being largely 
utilized in the manufacture of scouring 
powders as a substitute for pumice and 


tripoli, and in the production of sand 
soaps. The material is a valcanic ash 
found in very large quantities in Colo- 


rado, In the report referred to the de- 
posit near Durango, in La Plata county, 
is treated. Following is an abstract of 
the report:— 


These deposits form three isolated beds which 
lie within a radius of four miles of Durango. 
One is located at the east end of the dry 
vailey north of Animas City Mountain, on the 
shoulder of the southward-facing spur. Oppo- 
site the west end of the same valley, on the 
crest of the ridge between Dry Gulch and 
Junction Creek, occurs another bed. Both of 
these deposits have the same elevation—about 
400 feet above Junction Creek at this point. 
The third bed lies nearly east of Durango on 
the east slope of Florida Mesa, 250 feet above 
Florida River. All these beds lie at nearly the 
same elevation and have a somewhat similar 
mode of occurrence. 

The deposit north of Animas City Mountain 
lies across the edges of the main upper sand- 
stone of the La Plata formation and the over- 
lying thin beds (Jurassic-Triassic). The actual 
contact is concealed, but the bottom of the ash 
is very near bed rock and twenty feet may be 
considered a maximum interval. Above the 
ash no rocks occur in place, and the covering 
consists of rounded pebbles, possibly of glacial 
origin, dislodged blocks of conglomerate, and 
fragments of shale belonging to the Cretaceous, 
The form of the deposit is probably that of a 
horizontal lens, possibly occupying an irregu- 
larity in the bedrock surface. The extent of 
the lens is no doubt small, for ash is more or 
less evident about 100 feet horizontally along 
the outcrop, and its thickness ranges from 
twenty-five to thirty feet. The weathered ex- 
posure shows thin horizontal laminations, as if 
the material were deposited in quiet water. 
The bed on the ridge southwest of Junction 
Creek presents a conspicuous outcrop of white 
ash, lying upon the dark-gray shale of the 
Cretaceous. It is covered chiefly by rounded 
gravel, probably of stream origin, mixed with 
shale and sandstone fragments. In size and 
form the bed at this point resembles that last 
described. The lens has been partially eroded 
and the exposed surface is not over 150 feet 
long and fifteen feet wide. No stratification 
was apparent and the bed exhibits a homo- 
geneous mass. 

All three occurrences are very similar in ap- 
pearance and exhibit a very fine dust-like 
powder of white opaque flakes which glisten in 
the sunlight. The powder has a gritty feel 
and was not seen consolidated in a hard mass, 
Under the rmicroscope the powder is seen to 
consist chiefly: of thin minute flakes with an- 
gular edges and fair uniformity in size for all 
the beds. Nearly all the flakes exhibit the 
transparent amorphous and isotropic character 
of glass, but some particles show interference 
colors, extinction and other characteristics of 
quartz grains. Few of the glass flakes show 
air bubbles, and the material on the whole 
recembles powdered volcanic pumice and may 
be considered volcanic dust or ash, It is entire- 
ly similar to the voleanic ashes from Montana 
and Idaho coliected by Peale of the Hayden 

y and Inter described by Merrill. The 






chemical content is no doubt largely silica, and 
the composition is probably close to that of 
similar ashes analyzed, as follows:

Deposits of this sort, to judge from published 
reports, are very common through Nebraska, 
reaching into South Dakota and Wyoming on 
the north and west and into Kansas and 
Oklahoma on the south. In many localities 
the beds are apparently very extensive and in 
some places very thick, but usually they are 
thinner than the Durango beds. The bulk of 
the deposits on the Great Plains are fine and 
uniform, but variations are known, and the ash 
may be coarse, of a dark-gray color, or mixed 
with sand, silt, ete. The eastern limit is Iowa, 
where the deposits are very fine, while in Ne- 
braska the beds grow coarse and heavy toward 
the southwest, which suggests that the source 
is in that direction. Scattered deposits, besides 
those in Colorado, Montana and Idaho, above 
mentioned, have also been found in Arizona and 
Nevada, The age of the deposits in the va- 
rious States, according to published accounts, 
is not the same, for ash beds occur at several 
horizons and in many localities contain dis- 
tinctive fossils. The beds have been found to 
ranze from the Oligocene up into the loose of 
the Great Plains. In the Durango deposits, 
however, no fossils were observed, and t in- 
dications of age are limited to the relations of 
eecurrence. These restrict the age to post- 
Cretaceous and probably pre-Pleistocene. The 
nearest known deposit bearing fossils is in 
Huerfano county, 140 miles east of Durango. 
While this deposit closely resembles the - 
rango beds in character and 1s but a short 
distance away, its geologic relations are not 
similar, and the correlation of the two occur- 
rences cannot vet be made. 

The bed north of Animas City Mountain has 
been prospected by Mr. Charles Naegelin, the 
owner, by means of a shaft to a depth of 12 
feet and by auger borings several feet deeper.

He has made no attempt to prepare the mate- 
rial for market, He was formerly owner of the 
deposits west of Junction Creek, which he 
sold several years ago to the Lavaline Com. 
pany, of Durango. This company has opened 
the bed by a surface excavation 10 feet deep 
and 20 feet in diameter. The ash was chuted 
into carts and hauled to Durango, where it 
was put up in packages for market as a 
cleaner, The bed on Florida Mesa, owned by 
Mr. Spencer, was opened eight or ten years 
ago, but for what purpose is unknown. 


Ash of this sort in other parts of the West 
was used by early settlers, it is said, as a 
plaster for building purposes, but it crumbled 
and was not durable. It is now locally used 
in many cf the States named as a scouring 
powder and is put up, especially in Nebraska, 
under the names ‘‘Nebraska Silicate,"’ “‘Gey- 
serite,’’ ‘‘Gibson Grit,’" ‘‘Diamond Polish,’ 
etc., and sold as a polishing powder.* It has 
also been used to some extent in the manufac- 
ture of sand soaps at Denver and Omaha, 


That the Durango deposits may likewise be 
as an abrasive for many purposes is un- 
doubted, but in view of the reports that in 
Nebraska, where it can be loaded on cars at 
$2.59 to $3 a ton and where freightage is low, 
the yearly output of the whole State does not 
exceed $5,000, it seems that the Durango de- 
posits are chiefly valuable for local consump- 
tion. Of the many uses which have been sug- 
gested for this kind of ash may be mentioned 
semi-fused filing brick, fireproofing and mineral 
wool for packing as a non-conductor of heat in 
refrigerating, and there seems no reason why 
it should not be used as one of the elements in 
the manufacture of puzzolan cements, and per- 
haps of some varieties of glassware,

Duty on Enamel Paint 
Paint and varnish manufacturers 


will be glad to know that a decision has 


been given by United States General 
Appraiser McClellan in favor of the 
contention made on behalf of the 


American manufacturers. The case de- 
cided was on appeal to the Board of 
Appraisers by J. A. & W. Bird & Co. 
against assessing enamel paint under 
paragraph 58 at 30 per cent. ad valorem 
instead of under paragraph 57 as zinc 
in oil at 1%c. per Ib, 

Early in 1904 The Reporter published 
a decision of Judge Townsend, of the 
Circuit Court, giving a decision in fa- 
vor of Pomeroy & Fisher, the import- 
ers, in a similar case. This article, 
coming to the attention of Louis L. 
Drake, Secretary of the National Paint, 
Oil and Varnish Association, caused 
him to make a canvass of the trade 
and afterwards forward to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury the letters re- 
ceived by him on the subject, with a 
request that a new case be commenced 

The Secretary of the Treasury de- 
cided that a new case should be pre- 
pared in view of the fact that the gov- 
ernment did not offer sufficient evi- 
dence in the case tried in court. 

Secretary Drake succeeded in inter- 
esting the counsel of the Treasury De- 
partment in this city, and Mr. C. D. 
Laurence presented the case in an un- 
usually able manner. Representatives 
from most of the New York manufac- 
turers appeared as witnesses, all con- 
tending enamel paint to be “something 
other than zinc in oil.” 

There are many importations in- 
volved and the matter has been kept 
before the members of the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association by 
its Secretary for nearly three years. 
At the two last conventions he was in- 
structed to do everything possible to 
have satisfactory evidence presented to 
the Board of Appraisers, and the re- 
sult is rig itly attributed to his efforts 
in this direction. 

The Reporter has kept its readers ad- 
vised of the various phases of the mat- 
ter from time to time and presents be- 
low the decision of the General Apprai- 
ser in full. The decision in a like case, 
heard last October in Cleveland, is ex- 
pected shortly:— 
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McClelland, General Appraiser:—The 
merchandise involved in these protests is 
invoiced as “zinc white paint’’ and 
“ripolin.’”’ It has been variously returned 
by the appraiser as “‘varnish,’’ ‘“‘paint,’’ 
and ‘‘colors.’’ In all cases where the re- 
turn was “varnish” duty was assessed at 
the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem under 
the provisions of paragraph 53, tariff act 
of 1897; and in all cases where the return 
was “paint” or “colors,”’ duty was as- 
sessed at the rate of 30 per cent. ad 
valorem, under the provisions of para- 
graph 58 of said act. 

A variety of claims are made in the 
protests for rates of duty other than 
those assessed, all of which, considered in 
the light of the testimony offered, we 
dismiss from consideration except the 
claims that the enamel white paint, which 
is synonymous with zine white paint, is 
covered by and is dutiable at one of the 
rates provided for in paragraph 57; or in 
the alternative of 30 per cent, ad valorem, 
under the provisions of paragraph 58; and 
that the ripolins are dutiable under said 
paragraph 58 at 30 per cent. ad valorem. 
Protest No. 170,760 in so far as it relates 
to “ripolin thinnings’’ on invoice 20,098 is 
abandoned. Simplified, the questions are 
whether the merchandise invoiced as zinc 
white paint should have been classified as 
claimed under paragraph 57 or 58; and 
whether the ripolins, which are conceded 
by protestants to be paints or colors, 
should have been classified under para- 
graph 58. 

It is shown by the later returns of the 
appraiser and classifications by the col- 
lector, as well as by the testimony, that 
ripolins are dutiable as claimed, and con- 
sequently, all questions as to the mer- 
chandise so invoiced are eliminated from 
the controversy, and the protests are sus- 
tained in so far as they make claim for a 
duty of 30 per cent. ad valorem on 
ripolins under said paragraph 58 It only 
remains therefore to determine the proper 
classification of the merchandise invoiced 
as “zine white paint.”’ 

Our attention is directed to the fact 
that it has been previously held by the 
board that enamel paint, similar to that 
here involved, was dutiabie at 30 per cent. 
ad valorem under paragraph 58 (G, A, 
4,516—T. D. 21,477), and that upon review 
by the United States Circuit Court, the 
board's said decision was reversed, it be- 
ing determined by the court that the mer- 
chandise was liable to duty only at the 
rate of 1% cents per pound, under the 
provisions of paragraph 57. (Pomeroy & 
Fischer v. United States, 126 Fed. Rep., 
583.) This being the claim most contended 
for in these cases, it is urged on behalf 
of protestants that the board should con- 
sider the question as res adjudicata, and 
sustain the protests accordingly. Such a 
course is ordinarily followed, and there 
would be no exception in this case, were 
it not manifest that there is a much 
fuller record and such evidence before us, 
compared with that in the Pomeroy case, 
supra, as leads us to conclude that if it 
had been before the court in that case, a 
different conclusion might have been 
reached. 

The courts, like the Board of General 
Appraisers, determine issues on the facts 
presented, and where an erroneous con- 
clusion has been reached as the result or 
lack of, or because of the misleading 
character of evidence presented, judicial 
tribunals have not infrequently felt con- 
strained to reverse their previous rulings. 

In the opinion in the Pomeroy case, 
supra, Judge Townsend says:— 

“The record shows, without dispute, 
that the merchandise is exactly described 
by the terms of paragraph 57, imposing a 
duty of 14% cents per pound, the witnesses 
testifying that the addition of the var- 
nish does not affect the character of the 
mixture as a pajnt.”’ 

Considered in the light of the evidence 
before us, the quoted language of the 
court leads us to the conclusion that the 
question involved in the Pomeroy case, 
supra, was not as clearly presented as it 
has been in the present instance. 

Counsel for protestants have submitted 
to us an elaborate brief in support of 
their contention that the protests should 
be sustained to the extent of conforming 





to the said ruling of the court and the 
line of argument followed indicates, in 
our opinion, a mistaken theory based 


upon a misinterpretation of the applicable 
language of paragraph 57, which reads as 
follows:— 

“Zine, oxide of, and white paint or pig- 
ment containing zine, but not containing 
lead, dry, one cent per pound; ground in 
oll, one and_ three-fourths cents per 
pound, * * 9% 

There would seem to be little room for 
the misinterpretation or the placing of a 
wrong construction on these words. They 
distinctly and specifically provide for a 
duty of one cent per pound on oxide of 
zinc, dry, and a like duty on white paint, 
or pigment, containing zinc, but not con- 
taining lead, dry; and, for either of these, 
ground in oil, a duty of one and three- 
fourths cents per pound. 

The mistake in theory of protestants, 
we think, lies in the assumption that the 
“white paint’ specified in paragraph 57 
is or may be a liquid paint, similar te 
that now under consideration. The white 
paint specified is unquestionably a dry 
paint, or a base for the manufacture of a 
liquid paint 

If there is one fact more clearly estab- 
lished by the evidence than another, it is 
that oxide of zine, ground in oil, forms 
and is a paste. This is conceded in the 
second point in protestants’ brief, and so 
also it is conceded that enamel paint (re- 
ferring to merchandise of the character 
before us), has advanced beyond the con- 
dition of oxide of zinc, ground in oil, and 
has become a white paint, ready for ap- 
plication with the brush. 

dry oxide of zinc, or white paint. or 
pigment, containing zinc, but not contain- 
ing lead, or either of them was before us 
for classification, there would be no alter- 
native but to decide for a duty of one 
cent per pound, and so if either of them, 
ground in oil, was before us for a like 
purpose, it would be equally clear that 
duty should be assessed at 1% cents per 
pound; but the article before us belongs 
to neither of these classes, 

We are inclined to think that consider- 
able time was unnecessarily occupied by 
the government at the hearings, in the en- 
deavor to establish that in the process of 
grinding the oxide of zinc, as the base of 
the paint involved, in addition to oll, other 
liquids, notably varnish and turpentine, 
were used. We are not satisfied from the 
evidence whether such was the fact, and 
we think it wholly immaterial to the issue, 
whether the vernish, turpentine and 
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dryer, which are indisputably present with 
the oil in the paints as imported, were in- 
troduced during the process of grinding 
the zinc oxide, or subsequently. thereto 
The fact remains, and we so find, that in 
the condition imported, the merchandise is 
not oxide of zinc ground in oil. It has 
advanced beyond that stage, and is a fin 
ished liquid paint, ready for application 
with the brush. 

Classification must be based, not upon 
what the merchandise once was, but upon 
its condition at the time of importation. 
Assuming that at an earlier process olf 
manufacture it was oxide of zinc ground 
in oil, the fact remains that it was nol 
such when imported, and we therefore 
hold that the merchandise is not dutiable 
at any of the rates specified in said para- 

aph 57. 
eThe one other alternative claim made by 
protestants for the classification of said 
zinc white paint is that it is dutiable un- 
der the provisions in paragraph 58 for: - 

All paints, colors, pigments, * 
whether crude or dry or mixed, or ground 
with water or oil or with solutions other 
than oil, not otherwise specially provided 
for * * . . : 

We hold that the merchandise is prop- 
erly dutiable at 30 per cent. ad valorum 
under this provision, : 

The protests are sustained as to the 
claims for duty at the rate of 30 per cent 
ad valorem on all merchandise involved, 
and everruled in all other particulars. 
The collector’s decisions are reversed ac- 
cordingly.

The Chemical Industries at the 
Milan Exhibitioa. 


The splendid Milan Exhibition, whose ex- 
tension is nearly that of a Paris World’s 
Fair, is the consequence of the opening of 
the marvelous Simplon Railway, the great 
new thoroughfare from Switzerland 
through the Alps to Italy. If Germany in 
the last twenty years among the nations 
of the north of the Alps showed the great- 
est industrial improvement, of the Latin 
nations Italy has the same improvement, 
too, and especially the chemical industry 
has grown up in the highest degree. Bet- 
ter than anything else the following of- 
ficial figures, given at the Milan Exhibi- 
tion, will prove to the readers of the Oil, 
Paint and Drug Reporter the marvelous 
syocens of the Italian chemical indus- 
ries:—

For the show of the chemical industries 
a special so-called temporary exhibition 
is opened, and if only a few other nations 
besides Italy have taken part on a greater 
line the special show is important enough 
to prove to the visitor the great im- 
geevance of the chemical industry of to- 
ay. 

To begin with the color and varnish 
trade, it must be said that this branch 
has an extraordinary great improve- 
ment in Italy, and there are now 
limited societies with important capital. 
The seat of this industry is, like nearly all 
other branches in Lombardy and in Pie- 
mont, in Milan, Turin and Genoa. At 
this latter city white lead of a first-class 
brand is manufactured on a eat line. 
The most important show of this branch 
is that of the National Color and Varnish 
Society at Turin (late Ratti & Paramatti), 
working with 1,500,000 lire and producing 
all kinds of colors used. Especially the 
manufacture of the lake colors shows a 
Feat improvement in Italy, and the finest 
itho printers’ colors are now made by the 
newer society. Besides the mineral colors 
and lakes manufactured on the usual pre- 
cipitation method, a series of brilliant red 
azoic pigments are showed, made from 
azoic coloring matters. Seeing the great 
success of this new method, the good fast- 
ness on light and air of the so obtained 
pigments, the cheap price, this method 
will be taken into consideration. As a 
matter of fact, a great number of shades 
can be obtained already to-day, like some 
green, blue, brown and nearly all red 
shades, and it is tried, too, to imitate in 
such a way the much-liked chrome yel- 
lows. A special branch of the Italian color 
trade are the so-called ‘‘Smalto’’ colors, 
ready-made paints of a special permanent 
character (Zibecadia & Tardini, Milan; A. 
Piatti, Milan), and in the last time enamel 
paints, especially recommended for hy- 
gienical use, giving a brilliant, washable 
and fast paint for hospitals, churches, 
schools, ete. With regard to the hot cli- 
mate of Italy and especially of the South, 
these colors, of course, are very advisable. 
There are products like the well-known 
Adamas of the Adamas Society (Milan), 
and others (E. Erba, Milan; Massara & 
Maltarelli, Milan). As a consequence of 
the industrial improvement in Italy the 
navigation grows up more and more too, 
and upon this fact rests the now highly 
developed manufacture of anti-fouling 
compositions, colors, etc., to-day made on 
a great scale in Italy. We mention espe- 
cially here the shows of G. Veneziano 
Murano (Venice), and his anti-fouling com- 
position, ‘‘Moravia,”’ and T. Bollo, Genova, 
whose “Columbian Copper Paint” is 
known in the United States too. As the 
readers know, Italy is the fatherland of 
high-class earth colors, shown by the Col- 
orificio Toscano Livonia. A show of all 
pigments manufactured in Italy made by 
the Max Meyer Co., Milan (capital 7,500,- 
0 lire), and the Colorificio Gleistsman, 
Turin, a branch establishment of the 
well-known Dresden works, shows his fine 
printer colors and varnishes. 

The manufacture of varnishes is of re- 
cent date in Italy. Everybody having had 
an opportunity to see the most brilliant 
carriages of the Italian aristocracy at 
Rome, Florence, ete., knows that Italy is 
a first-class market to the varnish trade. 
Indeed, the first-class American and Eng- 
lish brands are everywhere used, and 
therefore the Italian manufacturers will 
have much difficulty for their own prod- 
ucts. Besides the above named National 
Color and Varnish Co. (Turin) and the 
Max Mever Co. (Milan), some other man- 
ufacturers show first-class products of 
that group, as A. Piatti, Milan; A. Bev- 
ilacque, Genna; Valsetti & Morosetti, 
Genoa, ete. To our readers may be espe- 
cially mentioned that Italy willbe a good 
market for American goods of this brand. 
American boot cleanings are very much 
used, too, in Italy, the Italians, like all 
Southern people, being proud of brilllancy. 

Among the foreign exhibitors (not very 
numerous) we mention the well-known 
Ripolin Society, having a good market in 
Italy; the Lefrane Co. (Paris), showing 
their printing colors, printing inks; De- 
tourbe (Paris), printing inks; Guimet (Ly- 
ons), with ultramarine colors, and Des- 
damp Brothers (Paris), ultramarines. 

The manufacture of glue, gelatine, etc., 
is becoming a very important one in Italy. 
Rarely a finer brand of gelatine can be 
found than the great pieces of gelatine 
exhibited by Carlo & Librio Fino, Milan 
and Turin. It would be very interesting 
to know the process of purification used 
by this firm. In any case, the gelatines 
and glues showed by this firm are equal 
with the best Parisian or German brands 
to be found on the market. Virginio Sala 
(Saronne) shows the different sorts of 














glues, too; also the Societe bresciane colle 
e coreimi, Of foreign manufactures of 
this brand we mention the well-known 
French works, Goignet & Co. (Paris), La- 
privote & Co. (Marseilles) and Torral 
(Paris). 

Of very great interest in the show of 
chemicalindustries are the different exhibi- 
tions of the pharmaceutical and druggists’ 
trades, and no other part of the Milan Ex- 
hibition shows really in such a character- 
istic way the progress of the last year in 
Italy with regard to chemical and scien- 
tific manufacturing. First of all we men- 
tion the show of Carlo Erbe (Milan), the 
greatest chemical manufacturer in Italy 
(chlorido of manganese for agricultural 
purposes; alum in beautiful crystals; 
chromic acid, carbonylferro, cyanate of 
potassi for druggists, sulfocyanide of po- 
tassi, etc.); Tratelli, Villano (Firenze), 
show beautiful chloride of quicksilver; de 
Larderal, the explorer of the well-known 
‘“Soffioni’ (the natural basin of bor. com- 
position), has a splendid show of boric 
acid; Dr. Zappa (Milan), on imitating the 
great German works, produces chemically 
pure organic compositions and some great 
pharmaceutical manufactures; Dr. Sironi 
(Lodi), Zambeletti (Milan), Cajurla & Co. 
(Naples), their pharmaceutical products. 
In this branch the French manufacturers 
are very well represented by Premier & 
Co. (Paris); Charles Budet & Co., Petit & 
Alboni, Leon Deressi, exposing pharma- 
ceutical materials; Pointet & Girard 
(Paris) show iodoform, terpin, ete.; Clin 
& Co. (Paris), chloride of camphor, leitho- 
lin oil, ete.; Chassaigne (Paris), splendid 
samples of pepsin and peptone; Vernarde 
(Paris), caffein; Defresne (Paris), haemo- 
globin and oxylumoglobin, etc. Switzer- 
land is represented in this branch by the 
Society of Chemical Industry (Basel) 
with a pharmaceutical novelty, ‘‘chinin- 
fitinet,’’ the chinin salt of the fitin acid 
The Germans, whose chemical show _in 
spite of the recent Paris and St. Louis Ex- 
hibitions is a rather small one, are repre- 
sented by a fine collective show of several 
pharmaceutical and artificial perfume 
manufactures, whose first rank in Milan 
is taken by the well-known Leipzic firm, 
Sacchse & Co. 

The so-called chemical great industry 
is repreesnted by some typical and very 
interesting shows. Of the greatest im- 
portance may be mentioned the show of 
the “Societe Prodotti Azoeti’” (nitrogen 
products) at Rome, working after the 
Frank patents and manufacturing cy- 
anamid, carbonate of inanidin, nitrate of 
ammonia, ete. The industry of super- 
phosphate has taken an extraordinary 
flight in Italy, and is represented by the 
“Union fabbricanti di prodotti e concimi 
clinici,”” a limited society (16,000,000 lire) 
of about twelve works, manufacturing 
three-quarters of the Italian production of 
this brand, brought in figures. above. 
The other products made by this im- 
portant trust are represented in_ best 
brands nitric acid, phosphate of sodium 
sulphate of soda; Tornaima & Locatelli 
(Milan) show liquid oxygen and the Ital- 
ian Electro-chemical Society (Rome) their 
different products, as chlorate of potasse, 
chloride of sulphur, chloride of potasse, 
ete. The sulphur industry, whose seat 
is on Sicilia, is represented by Gazzo Gior- 
gio Ponteduc, which shows a ventilated 
sulphur. Two other branches of recent 
time are very remarkably shown—the 
manufacture of the artificial silk, made in 
Italy on the Claironnet and in the silver 
process (Pavia & Padua), and the milk in- 
dustry. The export society, Polengli, Lom- 
bardo & Co., Codagno, has on the agri- 
cultural exhibition a splendid show of 
their products, milk acid lactate, lactosin 
and new trimming material, casim, dried 
milk in powder. Working about 12,000 
litres of milk daily, this company produces 
daily about 2,000 ounces milk sugar, in 
consequence the greatest producers of 
that kind in Europe. The mining industry 
is represented by the Erytrean Gold Min- 
ing Co., showing a splendid model of their 
mines at Medrizien, explored by the Phoe- 
nicians already before. These facts will 
prove to the reader that the Milan Ex- 
hibition is a splendid one, and shows the 
marvelous development of the chemical 
industry in Italy since the last twenty 
years, worthy to be taken into considera- 
tion in America, too.

Regulations for Free Alcohol. 
Washington, Sept. 28, 1906. 


The forthcoming regulations for the en- 
forcement of the free alcohol law which 
goes into effect January 1 next, will prob, 
ably be issued by the Commissioner 0 
Internal Revenue about October 10. Ten- 
tative drafts with certain alternate pro- 
visions have been completed, but the sal- 
ient points will not be decided upon until 
the last moment. It is believed, however, 
that there will be no delay beyond the 
date mentioned, which will give manufac- 
turers and others ample time in which to 
become thoroughly familiar with the re- 
quirements of the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau before the law goes into force. 

It is possible that the regulations as 
first issyed will not be in all respects 
complete. A comprehensive code will in- 
clude three features; first, the regulations 
governing all alcohol denatured with the 
general agent; second, the analytical re- 
quirements of the general denaturant, 
and, third, the specification of special de- 
naturants for industrial purposes for 
which the general denaturant cannot be 
employed. 

The chief problem now before the bu- 
reau with regard to the first feature of 
the regulations is the amount of wood 
alcohol to be employed for general pur- 
poses. At the outset it was t ought that 
5 per cent., or even less, would be suffi- 
cient for the purpose, and that grain spir- 
its so denatured might then be permitted 
to be sold without restriction. The ex- 
perts of the bureau have become con- 
vinced, however, that this percentage is 
too low and that the responsibilities of 
the internal revenue service will be ma- 
terially lightened if the quantity is in- 
creased to about 8 or 10 per cent. From 
industrial standpoints two views of this 
proposed increase are likely to be taken. 
The wood alcohol producers, and especi- 
ally the refiners of the product, would be 
glad to see the largest possible percent- 
age of wood alcohol prescribed as a gen- 
eral denaturing agent. The industry is 
now turning out about 7,000,000 gallons of 
alcohol, of which about 1,000,000 are annu- 
ally exported for denaturing purposes 
abroad; another million gallons are used 
for purposes for which it is not likely 
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that denatured spirits will be substituted, 
and approximately 65,000,000 gallons are 
lett for consumption as a denaturing 
agent. Should a 10-per-cent, formula be 
adopted by the Internal Revenue Bureau, 
a consumption of 50,000,000 gallons of de- 
natured spirits in the Unitea States would 
absorb the entire output ot the wood 
alcohol industry. Such a consumption 
would be considerably less per capita 
than that of Germany, and all experts 
agree that a much larger quantity will 


be annually employed in the industries 
tf the United States in the very near 
future, 


From the consumer’s standpoint, how- 
ever, it seems important that the dena- 
curing agent should be employed in the 
smallest percentage consistent with safe- 
._y to the revenue, in view of the fact that 
it is much more expensive than grain 
spirits. Taking grain alcohol at 20 cents 
per gallon and refined wood alcohol at 50 
cents, which is generally regarded as a 
iow price, the additional cost of the de- 
naturing material would amount to 1% 
cents per gallon, bringing the total cost 
up to 21% cents. The revenue experts 
nowever, are disposed to think that, a 
the outset at least, grain spirits should be 
‘igured at about 30 cents, and they are 
nopeful that denatured spirits can be had 
it not to exceed 45 cents. A 10-per-cent. 
formula applied to these figures would 
make the cost of denaturing 14% cents, per 
gallon and the total cost of denatured 
grain spirits 31% cents. It is obvious, 
cherefore, that the question of the total 
cost of a 10-per-cent. formula as com- 
pared with a 5-per-cent. basis depends 
chiefly upon the estimated cost of the 
srain spirits as well as upon the price of 
wood alcohol sufficiently refined to be 
available. 

The matter of the analytical require- 
ments of the wood alcohol to be used as 
a general denaturant is of much impor- 
tance, especially to the wood alcohol pro- 
ducers. The French formula prescribes 
an acetone content of 2.49 per cent, in 
methylated spirits, based upon the addi- 
tion to pure grain spirits of 10 per cent. 
of wood alcohol. As the acetone comes 
into the mixture solely through the wood 
alcohol, it follows that the latter must 
contain 24.9 per cent. of acetone. This is 
probably a.very high figure when related 
to commercial wood alcohol as produced 
in this country. The French regulations 
also limit the amount of other impurities 
in the wood spirits to be used for dena- 
turing purposes and in this respect the 
practice, if applied to commercial wood 
alcohol in this country, might be found 
to be embarrassing. In view of the de- 
sire of the Commissioner of Internal Rev- 
enue to issue the regulations at the earli- 
est practicable date, the careful consider- 
ation of the problem of the analytical re- 
quirements of the general denaturing 
agent is likely to result in the postpone- 
ment of the publication of these specifi- 
cations until a later date. 

Many manufacturers are vitally inter- 
ested in the matter of the authorization 
of special denaturants. It is not practica- 
ble to use wood alcohol in certain lines 
of manufacture, and this fact is recog- 
nized in the new free alcohol law. The 
Commissioner would be glad to promul- 
gate at once the regulations controlling 
the use of special denaturants, but there 
are two alternatives before him; either he 
must postpone the publication of this fea- 
ture of the regulations until elaborate ex- 
periments can be made, or he must adopt 
bodily those features of the regulations 
now in use in one of the leading foreign 
countries, presumably Germany. In any 
event it is altogether probable that the 
German regulations for the use of special 
agents will ultimately be largely incor- 
porated, as they represent great research 
ind the highest degree of chemical skill, 
A translation of this feature of the Ger- 
man code is now before the bureau, and 
in view of its great importance is here re- 
produced for the information of The Re- 
porter’s readers:— 


The following substances may be used as spe- 
cial denaturing agents. They are to be added 
in the undernoted quantities per hundred liters 
of the spirit:— 

(a) For industrial uses of al! kinds:—Five 
liters »f wood spirit, or 0.5 liters of pyridine 
bases. 

(b) For the production of Brewer's Varnish 
and similar substances:—Twenty liters of a 
shellac solution, which is made by adding 1 
part by weight of shellac in 2 parts by weight 
of spirit of at least 90 deg. (58 0. p.) are added 
to the spirit. 

In this case the alcohol in the shellac solu- 
tion, if made under official supervision, is also 
allowed exemption from duty. 

(c) For the production of celluloid and pega- 
moid:—One kilogram of camphor, or 2 liters 
of turpentine, or % liter of benzol. 

(d) For the production of the following sub- 
stances:—(1) Ether, ordinary (with certain 
limitations and regulations as to sale and use); 
(2) ethyl sulphuric salts; (3) Agaricin, Podo- 
phyllin, Scammony. Guiacum and Jalap resins, 
as well as other resins and gum resins; (4) 
aldehyde and naraldehyde: (5) white lead and 
acetate of lead; (6) ethyl chloride, bromide and 
jodide; (7) photographic paper and dry plates, 
and emulsions of chloride, bromide and iodide 


of silver and gelatin, and similar prepara- 
tions; (8) chloral hydrate; (9) electrodes for 
electric storage batteries; (10) acetic ether

mediate products; (16) chemical preparations 


(not otherwise named) which do not retain any 
spirit when finished (except formic ether and 
spirit when finished (except formic ether, va- 
lerianie ether and butyric ether); 10 liters of 
sulphuric ether, or 1 liter of benzol, or % liter 
of turpentine, or 0.025 liter animal oil. 

Collodion for sale must contain 
1-100 of its weight of gun-cotton. 

(e) For the preparation of choroform:—Three 
hundred grams of choroform. 

(f) For the production of vinegar:—Two hun- 
dred iters vinegar containing 3 per cent. acetic 
acid, or 150 liters vinegar containing 4 per 
cent, acetic acid, or 100 liters vinegar contain- 
ing 6 per cent. acetic acid and 100 liters of 
water and so on; or 50 liters vinegar contain- 
ing 12 per cent. acetic acid and 100 liters of 
water; or 30 liters vinegar containing 6 per 
cent. acetic acid and 70 liters of water, and 
100 liters of water. 

Any excess of the quantity of acetic acid in 
the vinegar mixture or of the spirit are to be 
allowed for, and the water may be replaced 
entirely or in part by an equal quantity of 
beeer, glattwasser, or natural wine. 

(¢) For making inks, sealing wax and stamp- 
ing inks; 0.5 liter of turpentine, or 0.025 liter 
of animal oil, 

(th) For making bedstead enamels and brew- 
ers’ varnish, as well as for use in incandescent

lamps, for finishing silk ribbons and for 
cleasine jewelry, etc.:—Five-tenths liter of 
turpentine, 








(i) For making iodoform:—Two hundred 
grams iodoform. 

The iodoform may be dissolved in part of the 
spirit, and the solution then added to the 
remainder of the spirit. 

(k) For varnishes and polishes of all kinds: 
—Two liters ef wood spirit and 2 liters petro- 
leum benzin, or 0.5 liter of turpentine, 

Polishes and varnishes not for use in the 
works of the makers, but for sale, must contain 
at least 1-10 part of their weight of shelllac 
or other resin. 

() For preparing medical, botanical and 
zoological preparations for educational pur- 
poses:—One liter (commercially pure) methyl 
alcohol, and 1 liter petroleum benzin. 

(m) Soap making:—One kilogram of castor 
oil and 40y c.c. of soda solution, 

The denaturing materials may be dissolved 
by heating in part of the spirit, and the solu- 
tion then added to the remainder of the spirit, 

(n) For the production of wool fat (lanoline): 
—Five liters of petroleum benzin, 

Spirit is only allowed duty free for the pro- 
duction of ether and acetic ether under the 
proviso that they are (under official control) 
either exported or else used at home for in- 
dustrial uses; or for the purpose of testing in 
scientific and technical trades or professions; 
or for the production of materials for surgical 
bandages, but not for ether-containing medi- 
cines; or for making fulminates, smokeless 
powders and other munitions of war or for use 
in certain public institutions. So far as the 
ether and acetic ether are not used by the 
maker, but are sent to other workshops, or to 
the named institutions and factories, the regu- 
lations as to obtaining a license for buying, 
selling and using, as well as to the keeping of 
a control book by the sellers, are the*same as 


in the case of ‘‘wood naphtha denatured” 
spirit. 
While the special denaturants above 


prescribed cover a wide field, it is proba- 
ble that manutacturers will desire to sug- 
gest others, und the Internal Revenue 
Bureau will at all times be prepared to 
receive and examine formulae, which will 
be approved if found to be thoroughly 
efficient and appropriate to the use to 
which they are to be put.

Chicago Seed and 0:11 Market. 
Chicago, Sept. 27, 1906. 

The approach of the end of September 
has stimulated the shorts to active cov- 
ering, and the natural result has been a 
sharp advance in prices. The market has 
not been by any means one of constant 
gains, however, for there has been a 
liberal oupply of seed come out on each 
bulge, with the effect that prices were 
cut down again. The action of the mar- 
ket has been more or less of a seesaw 
affair all week. At the opening of the 
week seed was boosted to the high figure 
of $1.17% for cash and September, and on 
the next day the offerings were so free 
that prices dropped 3%c. From this low 
plane they continued to descend till Tues- 
day, when there was a reaction, and on 
the close to-day the market was again 
higher, though values did not reach the 
high mark of the opening day of the 
week. When the reaction came and prices 
dropped so sharply, the general opinion 
of the trade, expressed without fear or 
favor, was that the short contract had 
been about all covered, but with the ad- 
vance to-day the rumor was started that 
there were still a few shorts on the out- 
side, and that there was some danger of 
a squeeze if they did not cover soon, 
The latter belief is apparently founded in 
desire rather than in probable truth, how- 
ever, for there does not seem to be much 
doubt in the minds of most of the men 
in the trade that there is or will be plenty 
of seed to fill all contracts for September 
delivery. The country is marketing free- 
ly, the offerings being a trifle freer in 
Duluth than they were at this time last 
year, though receipts at Minneapolis are 
net so heavy as they were at this time 
in 1905. There is still a good demand 
from the foreign buyers, and as the con- 
ditions abroad do not seem to improve 
any, and the season is yet too early in 
Argentina to secure a line on the possi- 
ble size of the crop, it is not unlikely that 
there will be more or less of a demand 
for seed for the other side for the next 
month at least. The foreigners are now 
eagerly engaged in looking for returns 
from threshing in the Northwest. The 
conditions there have been favorable, and 
from the reports which are coming there 
is ground for the belief that there will be 
a big supply of new seed within the next 
few weeks. Whetner the crop in the 
Northwest is heavier this year than it 
was last year is a thing which is yet to 
be decided, and it may not be known till 
the crop year is at an end, but returns 
thus far given indicate an average above 
that of last year, which is something of 
a surprise to many in the trade. Quality 
of the seed thus far marketed is not quite 
as good as it was last year, but on the 
whole there is little difference, so that 
the determining question will be whether 
or not the average will run up to that of 
last year. If it does there will be more 
seed, and the oil-producing qualities of 
the crop will be greater than they were 
i. year ago. even though bushel for bushel 
the seed be hardly up to the standard of 
1905. 


{It is difficult to understand why there 
should be so strong a demand for seed 
at this time. Of course, the foreign situ- 


ation is the factor which is making for 
high prices, but there is by no means the 
demand for oil that there was a year ago. 
Oil is the product of the seed on the sale 
of which the crushers must depend for 
their profit. Unless they can dispose of 
their cake at very strong prices they can- 
not afford to let go of the oil without 
holding the price for it up. The values 
of the two products are in a large meas- 
ure interchangeable. It is like the two 
sides of a balance scale. When one is 
up the other will be down. The crusher 
can take a low price for oil if he can sell 
all the by-product at a high figure, but if 
not he must be sure that he makes his 
profit out of his oil, Just now there is 
little demand for oil, the crushers being 
well filled up and the trade, in many 
eases, still working with old contract oil. 
There is no particular life to the cake 
trade, for the foreign buyers are resting 
on their oars. With the promise of a 
very heavy crop of seed, what, then, is 
holding up the price? It is intimated that 
one of the big crushers has been a steady 
buyer of the seed, and that this, togeth- 
er with the foreign buying, is responsible 
for the better tone, e end of Septem- 
ber is at hand, and it may be that there 
will be a slump after this month has 
passed, though October trades have been 
liberal, and the price for that month 
holds up close to that of the present 


month, Bears are predicting that there 
will be a sudden break in prices, as soon 
as the receipts begin to move with the 
freedom which they say will soon be war- 
ranted by the size of the crop. Duluth 
has been almost bare of seed, but the 
stocks are beginning to pile up again, and 
there is always a bearish argument in 
heavy stocks, mute, indeed, but at times 
very effective. If the crushers would cut 
loose and offer future oil with the aban- 
don which some of them have done in the 
past, the price for the product would 
have to be forced lower, and this might 
have the effect on seed which the bears 
are looking for now. There is a power 
under the seed market, but whether or 
not it will be strong enough to hold prices 
to the present high levels, far above 
prices a year ago, remains to be seen.

LINSEED OIL.—The demand for lin- 


seed oil is very much the same as it was 
last week, but the price is slightly easier 
and the indications are that there will be 
a lower rather than a higher market 
within the next few days. It is abso- 
lutely certain that there is no dearth of 
oil, even in spite of the fact that one of 
the big crushers will not offer any oil for 
future Gelivery. There have been gales 
made this week, but not as freely as last 
week, and the farther along the season 
goes the less desirous are the buyers to 
take hold. ‘There is suddenly springing 
up in the crushing end of the trade an 
aversion to the selling of future oil. Some 
of them are opposing this kind of selling 
for the reason that they say it takes 
away the chances of profit. Prices are 
almost sure to be low at this time of the 
year, when there is plenty of seed, and all 
of the crushers are certain to have a lib- 
eral supply of oil, It is easy to contract 
ahead, but those who are against this 
plan say that the crushers agree at the 
time when the seed and oil is the lowest 
to deliver at a time when the oil is at the 
highest price, and that thus they are 
not permitted to enjoy that profit Which 
should come with the higher market. Of 
what avail, they say, is a 45c. market in 
the summer if all of the big consumers of 
oil can buy the oil as far ahead as the 
summer months, at a time when the oil 
is selling at 33c.? However logical this 
argument may be, it does not appear to 
find favor with most of the trade, and the 
fact that it would require a kind of agree- 
ment among all of the crushers, and thus, 
possibly, make the parties to it amenable 
to legislative enactments against trusts 
and combines, makes it appear’ very 
doubtful if there ever will come a time 
when the crusher will not sell his pro- 
duct ahead. In fact, it gives him an out- 
let which he otherwise would not have, 
for the crusher would not keep his mills 
in operation if he did not have the assur. 
ance, through contract, that he would be 
able to dispose of his ofl. After all, it is 
the average price which makes or breaks 
a merchant, and not high or low epee 
alone.

Quinine, 


Contrary to general expectations, 
manufacturers have announced a de- 
cline of lc., establishing the market at 
14%c. for bulk, which is said to be the 
lowest level the market has ever 
touched. The change came in the face 
of a 3-per-cent. advance in bark value 
at the Amsterdam bark sale on Thurs- 
day, and with evidence of steady im- 
provement in the consuming demand. 
The generally accepted explanation for 
the reduction is the competition of the 
Amsterdam Quinine Works. We have 
treated this subject in more detail on 
our editorial page. Our Amsterdam 
correspondent writes that the next qui- 
nine sale, Oct. 18, offers will be made 
from 50,000 to 70,000 ounces, Advices 
from London follow:— 


London, Sept. 21, 1906, 
Quinine is unaltered, with no transactions 
of importance to report. The spot price for 
the best German brands in second hands re- 
mains at 7d., though nominally quoted in 
some quarters at 744d. The heavy bark ship- 
ments from Java for the first half of Septem- 
ber have further depressed the spot market. 
Quotations in the outside market are 
as yet somewhat nominal. Dealers are 
trying to maintain makers’ prices.

ALCOHOL.—The market is reported 
active, and quotations continue firm, 
but without change, 

ANTIMONY.—Prevailing quotations 
are 19@20c.

CARNAUBA WAX.—The market has 
retained its firm tendency during the 
week, but there is little change to note 
in values. The demand is active, es- 
pecially for the lower grades, which are 
in considerably reduced supply. Cable 
inquiries for what may be obtainable 
in Brazil have received no reply, al- 
though the views of buyers have been 
well up to the market. 

COCOA BUTTER.—The heavy extent 
of the consuming demand has reduced 
stocks to a low level, that is unusual at 
this season. One dealer reports that 
his supplies on spot have been depleted 
and that he has been unable to obtain 
any other for prompt shipment. We 
find nothing named on spot below 34c. 
for prime Dutch, while Van Houten and 
Cadbury are held at 35c. The offerings 
at the Amsterdam auction on Tues- 
day are unusually light, consisting of

Notes on Some of the Conifer Oils, 
BY R. B. HANSON AND E, N. BABCOCK. 


An apparent want of conformity in the 
present literature on some of the conifer 
oils has led us to investigate several of 
them, and we hereby embody the results 
of our work. 

Our investigation has been confined to 
the following cils:— 

&» Black spruce (Picea Mariana) leaves, 

emlock (Tsuga Canadensis) leaves. 
' (B) American larch (Larix Americana) 
eaves. 

White spruce (Picea Canadenis) leaves. 

White spruce (Picea Canadensis) cones. 

Red spruce (Picea rubens) leaves. 

Red spruce (Picea rubens) cones, 

Pitch pine (Pinus rigida) leaves. 

Red pine (Pinus resinosa). 

Juniper (Juniperus communis) leaves. 

All of the oils in division marked B are 
to the best of our knowledge, distilled 
and herein described for the first time. 

Throughout the work we have carefully 
identifi all materials from which the 
oils have been distilled and have person- 
ally superintended the distillation to in- 
sure the purity of the oils. 

(1) Oil of Black Spruce contains 48.8 
per cent. bornyl acetate (Kremers) p. 
gr. 0.922 at 20 deg. (Gildmeister and Hoft- 
mann). An oil distilled by us was ob- 
tain in a yield of 0.57 per cent. and 
had a &p. gr. of 0.9274 at 19 deg. Change 
in the specific gravity of its fresh oil 
for 1 deg., 0.0010; for oil which has stood 
for some time 0.0014. 

Oil of Hemlock contains 51.5—51 per 
cent. of bornyl acetate—sp. gr. 0.9288 at 
20 deg. (Hunkel). According to Gildmeister 
and Hoffmann, it contains 36 r cent, 
bornyl acetate, sp. ger. .0.907—0.913. An oil 
distilled by us from leaves and twigs of 
a large tree was obtained in a yield of 0.4 
per cent. a. gr. 0.9238 at 15 deg. A sec- 
ond distifiation from the leaves and twigs 
of a small tree gave a yield of 0.46 per 
cent., sp. gr. 0. at 15 deg. Change in 
its specific gravity of the fresh oil for 1 


deg. 0.0010. 
(3) Oil Picea Canadensis (Cat Spruce) 
has apoeseasy not been investigated, al- 
though we have reason to believe it is 
often confused with black spruce in the 
distillation of the latter. e obtained 
this oil in a yield of 0.103 per cent., sp. gr. 
0.9216 at 15 deg. Change in the specific 
gravity for 1 deg., 0.00 It contains 25.7 
per cent. of ester, calculated as bornyl 
acetate, which is a low ester content in 
comparison with the other spruce oils. 
The odor of this oil is distinctly different 
from that of black spruce and hemlock 
oils, suggesting limonene or dipentene, 
We are at present engaged upon the iden- 
Gpeation of the terpenes present in this 
oll. 
o Oil Picea Rubens (Red Spruce).—This 
oil is remarkable for its high specific 
ravity and high percentage of ester. The 
stillation gave a yield of 0.204 per cent., 
sp. i 0.9549 at 16 deg. Change in the 
specific gravity for 1 deg., 0.0014. This ofl 
contains 66.2 per cent. of bornyl acetate 
and 7.76 per cent. of free borneol. On 
saponification large quantities of crystals 
having a distinct odor of borneol svepa- 


rated out. After recrystallizing several 
times from petroleum ether the borneol 
shining, hexagonal

neighborhood of 200 deg. Lack of sufficient 
uantity of oil prevented us from obtain- 
ng crystals with the melting point of 
pure borneol, 206 deg., or from forming 
derivatives and thus making a positive 
identification.

(5) Oil Larix Americana.—This oil, dis- 
tilled from the leaves and twigs, was ob- 
tained in a yield of 0.149 per cent., fp: gr.

(6) Pi Rubens (Cones).—This oil was 
obtained in a yield of 0.38 per cent., sp. gr. 
0. at 15 .». With a golden yellow 
color and a fir balsam-like odor. 

(7) Oil of Picea Canadensis (Cones).— 
This oil was obtained in a yield of 0.2 
per cent., gr. 0.899 at 15 deg. It was of 
@ yellow color and a pronounced limonene 
like odor. These constants were taken 
some time after the oil had been distilled, 
and the high specific gravity may be due 
to a subsequent thickening. 

(8) Oil Pinus Rigida.—The yield of this 
oil was extremely small. From 12 kg. of 
leaves and twigs we obtained only 0.2 cc. 
Oil was yellow in color and had an ex- 
tremely pungent odor. 

(9) Oil Pinus Resinosa.—The yield of this 
oil was also very small, about 0.001 per 
cent, The color of the oil was a brownish 
red. Its odor was very pungent and dis- 
agreeable, 

(10) Oil Juniperus Communis.—Leaves 
and twigs, devoid of berries, were used in 
the distillation of this oil. The oil was 
obtained in a yield of 0.18 per cent. in one 
distillation, while a second distillation of 
material from other ground gave nearly 
the same yield, 0.15 per cent. These dis- 
tillations were carried on in the spring 
about the first of May. Specific gravity 
of the oil was 0.8531 at 20 deg. Oil was of 
@ light yellow color and characteristic 
juniper odor. 

(11) Oil cuaiperes Virginiana (Leaves).— 
An oil distilled by us had a slightly higher 
density than is generally given. Sp. gr. 
0.900 at 16 deg. 

Owing to lack of sufficient quantities of 
the oils, we have been unable to carry 
these investigations further as yet. Ar- 
rangements are being made, however, for 
the distillation of larger quantities of sev- 
eral of them as well as other new oils of 
the same species. We hope to be able to 
present more complete results in the near 


future.

OIL MARKET.

LARD.—A steady market has been 
in progress during the past week, with 
the local demand confined chiefly to 
small parcels for current requirements. 
The range of prices has been narrow, 
but the undertone has been strong, in- 
fluenced by smaller receipts of hogs and 
a fair demand for export account. We 
report sales aggregating 500 tierces of 
city that were disposed of to local con- 
sumers at 8%c. during the week. We 
quote:—City, rendered, 8.75c.; Western 
middle points, c. and f. New York, 9@ 
9.05c.; spot in tierces, 9.15c., and com- 
pound, 7%@7%c., with sales of several 
car lots reported at that price. 

STEARINE.—Oleo has. ruled steady 
under a moderate demand. Consumers 
are only taking enough stock to cover 
immediate wants, until October 1, 
when the new inspection law goes into 
effect. There has been considerable 
talk in leading quarters as to how this 
law will affect the trade, and large con- 
tarcts are being withheld by the more 
conservative element. We report sales 
of 250,000 pounds at 9%c. Lard stearine 
has ruled slightly firmer in sympathy 
with cottonseed oil. Moderate sales 
are reported at 10%c. 

TALLOW.—The market opened high- 
er under sales of 500 tierces, special 
city at 5%c. The demand has been 
good, both for home and export ac- 
count, with prices ranging higher for 
nearly all grades. London again came 
higher, with 700 casks offered and 500 
sold. During the middle of the week 
100 tierces of city sold at 5%c., which 
is the first time that price has been 
paid. We also report sales of 200 
tierces of edible, special, at 6c., and 200 
edible at 6%c.; 600,000 pounds of special 
city are said to have been taken for 
export at 5%c. We quote:—City in 
hhds., 5c.; special in tierces, 6c.; coun- 
try, 54%@5%c.; for prime to choice, 5% 
@5%c.; for ordinary edible, 6%c. in 
tierces. Chicago city rendered, 5%%c.; 
packers’, 55c. in tierces. 

GREASES.—The market has shown 
a fair degree of activity, but business 
has been somewhat curtailed, owing 
to a scarcity of stock. The demand 
has been good, with offerings limited, 
and local quotations have ruled higher. 
We report sales of 200 tierces of house 
stock at 5c., and 500 tlerces special 5%c. 
for home consumption. We heard of a 
sale of a special low grade for ex- 
port, consisting of 100,000 pounds at 
4%c. We quote yellow at 4%@b%c., 
house 5%@5c., white 54%@é6c., and gar- 
bage 3%@4c., as to grade, quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

STEARIC ACID.—There has been 
no change in general conditions gov- 
erning the market. The jobbing de- 
mand has been stimulated during the 
last few days, but nothing of note- 
worthy interest has developed. Sup- 
plies for prompt are limited, and prices 
have ruled steady on the basis of 10@ 
10%c. for single pressed, 10%@llc. for 
double pressed and 114%@l12c. for extra 
quality, as to quantity, seller and 
terms of sale. 

CANDLES.—A better consuming de- 
mand is reported for both prompt and 
future requirements. Deliveries on 
existing contracts have been moving 
freely, and additional orders for Oc- 
tober forward have been placed at 
lately prevailing prices. The demand 
for export account is said to be in- 
creasing under fair inquiries from the 
West Indies and various ports in South 


America.

INDUSTRIAL SECURITIES. 


Reports from the principal trade cen- 
ters have been favorable during the 
past week, and indications are that 
business had been much better and that 
the prospects for the late fall and win- 
ter are very encouraging. The trans- 
portation companies report that busi- 
ness is beyond all precedent, and that 
practically the whole railroad system 
of the country is overwhelmed with 
business on account of the shortage of 


cars, and that prompt delivery of 
freight is impossible. In the lines of 
trade represented by the Reporter 


chemicals have a large consuming de- 
mand, mostly for jobbing parcels for 
current requirements, but for future 
delivery business has not improved. 
Business in the drug trade has been 
fairly active, jobbers reporting a busy 
week. In dyestuffs reports indicate an 
active market, with the jobbing trade 
as its chief feature. The good weather 
has had a favorable effect on the de- 
mand for paints and orders are in- 
creasing. Oils have been in seasonable 
request, fish and animal oils being 
slow, mineral oils active and seed oils 
in good request. The industrial situa- 
tion presents a satisfactory and favor- 
able condition, with general prosperity 
reported throughout the country. Re- 
ports from the metal trades indicate 
an increase in the demand for their 
products, while the iron and steel in- 
dustry continues to prosper. The tex- 
tile industry is in a prosperous condi- 
tion, with indications pointing toward 
a bright future. Complaints have been 
made that the deliveries of ma- 
terials, however, are slow, causing 
some inconvenience. Manufacturers of 
machinery report an _ increase in 
demand for their wares and a large 
amount of contracts on hand for fu- 
ture delivery. The labor situation un- 
derwent little change during the past 
week, although a few strikes of minor 
importance were reported, which were 
in turn offset by the adjusting of griev- 
ances in other cases. Earlier reports 
had it that serious railroad strikes 
might be expected at any time, but 
later reports gave assurances that con- 
ditions were in a more favorable way. 
The agricultural staples have under- 
gone but slight changes during the past 
week. Wheat opened on Monday at 
§2%c., and continued with slight varia- 
tions. The range for the week for De- 
cember delivery was 82%@83%c., with 
the close on Friday at 82%c. Corn 
started the week at 52%c. and contin- 
ued at that figure to the end. The range 
for the week for December delivery was 
5244@62%c., with the close on Friday at 
52%c. Oats were steady at the begin- 
ning of the week at 37c., but on Wed- 
nesday advanced to 37%c., and contin- 
ued at that price to the end. Cotton 
showed a daily advance during the 
week. The range for the week for De- 
cember delivery was 9.04@9.27c., with 
the close on Friday at 9.23c. The mar- 
ket for time money was firm during 
the week, but closed weak, while the 


supply was limited, which did not 
demand, Rates at the 


meet the 
close were 64@7 per cent. for thirty 
to sixty days, 6%@7 per cent. for 


ninety days to four months and 6%@7 
per cent. for longer periods. Money 
on call at the Stock Exchange 
has ranged from 1%@7 per cent., with 
the bulk of the business done at 5 per 
cent. Mercantile paper has been in light 
supply during the past week, with the 
demand slow and rates steady. Rates 
at the close were 6%4@7 per cent. for 
sixty to ninety days’ indorsements, 6% 
@7 per cent. for choice single names 
having four to six months to run, and 
7% per cent. for other grades. The 
price of silver varied during the week 
and closed steady on Friday at 67%c., 
showing a decline of %c. from the 
closing price of last week. Mexican 
dollars closed at 52%c. bid and 54%c. 
asked. The market for sterling ex- 
change was strong in the early part of 
the week, but weakened toward the end. 
Rates for actual business at the close 
were 4.7940@4.7945 for sixty days, 4.8330 
@4.8335 for demand, and 4,8410@4.8415 
for cables. The supply of grain and 
cotton bills improved, while the de- 
mand was fair. Rates at the close 
were moderate. at 4.79@4.80%. The In- 
dustrials have shown moderate varia- 
tions, with slight declines in some, 
while in other Industrials there has 
been an advance. Trading was rather 
heavy in comparison with the week 
previous. There were no developments 
to cause any unusual activity. The 
general list of securities dealt in on 
the Stock Exchange was moderately 
traded in and advances and de- 
clines followed each other rapidly. 

Sugar stock was firm at the beginning 
of the week, but underwent slight de- 
clines daily. The close on Friday was 


at 184%. 
The fluctuations during the week 
have been from 134@136%, the lowest 


On Friday and the highest Tuesday, 
closing to-day at 135% bid. 

Cotton stock was traded in to a fair 
extent at the beginning of the week, 
and sales increased daily to the end. 


The market remained steady through- 
out, with slight variations. The last 
sale on Friday was at 34%. 

The fluctuations during the week 
have been from 34%,@35, the lowest Fri- 
day and the highest Tuesday, closing 
to-day at 34% bid. 

Lead stock declined slightly during 
the week, due in part to the influence 
of the general market. The trading 
was good.

Condensation of Nitric Acid. 


It is said that by the Guttmann process 
nitric acid can be obtained of 48 deg. or of 
42 deg. or both, to the exclusion of acids 
of other densities, which avoids examin- 
ing the contents of each carboy, making 
calculations and producing mixtures 
which require time and consequently 
money. The makers of explosives, as well 
as a number of manufacturers in chemi- 
cal industry, need acid of a single den- 
sity. Manufacturers of dynamite require 
acid containing from % to 98 per cent. of 
monohydrate. The Guttmann apparatus 
permits of obtaining an acid of constant 
density and of high strength. 

The old system of condensation in car: 
boys gave in each a product of different 
density, decreasing and becoming so weak 
at last, that the acid could scarcely be 
employed except as an absorbent. In or- 
der that the condensation should be per- 
fect, the distillation is prolonged accord- 
ing to the extent of the charge, some- 
times for twenty-six hours. 




















| with other improved systems the total 


ensity of the aeid is generally less, for 
either the condensation is made in such 
a way as to retain all the products of dis- 
tillation (water, nitrous acid, chlorine), 
or the distillation is accomplished so rap- 
idly and at so high a temperature, that 
the nitric acid formed is partially recon- 
verted into nitrous acid and water, and 
thus more water is found in the acid than 
has been put in the retort. 

We must not be deceived by data as to 
density, or as to the almost theoretic 
yield, or as to the very high density of a 
part of the yield. Every condensing sys- 
tem of nitric acid may be so installed as 
to yield 90 per cent, The important 
point is_ to ascertain what the density of 
the acid obtained is, and whether it can 
be sold. There are even plants where half 
the acid comes from the tower in a weak 
state. In the new apparatus considerable 
quantities may be obtained of nearly 100 
per cent., but this is not what is sought 
after. The principal point is to ascertain 
the percentage of the total acid, 

The following data, taken in a large es- 
tablishment, answer this question:— 

1, Usual charge of a retort with the 
new apparatus producing a strong acid:— 
nitrate of soda of 96 per cent., 1,000 kilo- 
grams; sulphuric acid of 94.5 per cent. 
(65.8 deg. B.), 1,080 kil. Result:—734 kil. of 
nitric acid of 96 per cent. Theoretic yield 
of nitric acid, 711.65 kil.; of nitric acid of 
96 per cent., 741.3 kil. Loss:—Less than 
one per cent. 

2. Average or one year of government 
works producing 1,000,000 kilograms in the 
new apparatus; nitrate of soda of 96 per 
cent. 1,000 kil.; sulphuric acid of 9% per 
cent., 231.5 kil. Acid recovered, consisting 
of 10 per cent. of nitric acid, 30 per cent. 
of sulphuric acid and 10 per cent. of water 
916 kil. Result:—827.76 kil. of nitric aci 
of 96.5 per cent. Theoretic yield:—803.25 
kil. nitric acid, or 832.4 kil. of acid of 96.5 
per cent. Loss:—0.56 per cent. 

8. Production of nitric acid of 42 deg. in 
a private factory:—Nitrate of 97 per cent., 
1,000 kil.; sulphuric acid of 79,36 per cent. 
(60.6 deg. B.), 1,150 kil. Result:—1,025.6 kil. 
of nitric acid of 69.8 per cent. (42.7 deg. B.). 
Theoretic yield:—719.06 kil. of nitric acid, 
or 1,030.2 kil. of nitric acid of 69.8 per cent. 
Loss:—0.60 per cent. In the three cases 
acid of 48 deg. or of 42 deg. has been ob- 
tained exclusively, without any portion 
of inferior densitv. 

Example 2 demonstrates very clearly 
that regenerated acids of the manufacture 
of nitro-glycerine, nitro-benzine,  etce., 
can be utilized by recovering without ex- 
pense and as concentrated acid all the 
nitric acid contained, although the pro- 
portion of water in the total acid rises to 
8 2-3 per cent., a result which cannot even 
be approached by other systems. 

The acid obtained contains a minimum 
of nitrous acid; the acid of 48 deg. one 
per cent. at the maximum; the acid of 42 
deg., traces merely. This result is due to 
special apparatus, introducing air into the 
gaseous acid automatically and constant- 


ly. 


The acid of the condensing pipes pene- 
trates into a canal cooled by water, and 
issues at a maximum temperature of 35 
deg. C., so that the collecting vessel can- 
not be broken, and the acid can even be 
emptied immediately into the carboys. 

It is free from chlorine, because the con- 

densation is accomplished at so high a 
temperature that the water and chlorine 
are driven out from the apparatus in the 
tower. A double set of the apparatus can 
easily condense the product of the distil- 
lation of two retorts, charged with 1,000 
to 17,200 kil. The breaking of a pipe is 
exceptional, and is possible only from im- 
prudent heating. The material, of sand- 
stone, is of special elasticity, if such an 
expression may be applied to sandstone. 
It resists changes of temperature com- 
paratively high. 
_ The space necessary for the apparatus 
is small. A double set, for a charge of 
1,000 to 1,200 kil., occupies a surface of 
exactly 2 square meters. Compared with 
other systems, this point is of great im- 
portance. Frequently buildings from two 
to four times as large are required, and 
the difference in cost of buildings is al- 
most as great as the cost of the entire 
condensation. Apparatus for 2,000 to 2,400 
kil. costs 1,972 frances, delivered at the 
German frontier. This includes packing 
and insurance, 

For obtaining good results, of course, 
good apparatus is necessary; retorts well 
constructed and an absorption tower 
working perfectly are indispensable, espe- 
cially the latter, for it is the regulator of 
the condensation and should prevent the 
exit of acid vapors to the open air. The 
ball tower used for this purpose has given 
good results; the largest factories of or- 
ganic colors and of explosives are making 
use of it, and its sale is increasing rapidly. 
The absorption is so nearly perfect that 
the acid water may be constantly re- 
turned by a small continuous montejus, 
until it may be drawn out as acid of 38 
deg. B., and used the next time for charg- 
ing the retort. 

A tower of 700 millimeters in diameter 
and 3 meters in height, including the 
montejus and 4,000 hollow balls 57 mm. in 
diameter, are sufficient for four retorts, 
each containing from 1,000 to 1,200 kil. It 
costs 1,965 francs, delivered free on the 
German frontier, packing and insurance 
included. 

With a proper construction of the re- 
torts the acid is free from sulphuric acid. 
The consumption of charcoal is 125 kil. 
per 1,000 kil. of nitrate; that of water from 
2,000 to 3,000 liters. The period of distilla- 
tion is from ten to eleven hours. The ap- 
paratus is constructed in such a way that 
all the joints are vertical, and the con- 
densation is such that the air is pure, 
and one would not think that he was in 
a nitric acid establishment. 

The condensation is excellent for the 
denitration of the acid recovered from 
nitro-glycerine and from gun-cotton. The 
towers have also afforded good results in 
the production of hydrochloric acid.—La 
Revue des Produits Chimiques.

Petroleum Pipe Line Tariffs. 


Washington, Sept. 28, 1906. 


The Interstate Commerce Commission 
has received the tariff schedule of eight 
petroleum pipe line companies and the 
eoncurrence therein of four additional 
pipe line companies under the provisions 
of the recently enacted interstate com- 
remce law, which became effective on 
Aug. 28, 196. The companies that have 
filed tariffs are the Cumberland Pipe Line 
Company, the Buckeye Pipe Line Com- 
pany, the National Transit Company, the 
Eureka Pipe Line Company, the Indiana 
Pipe Line Company, the Southwestern 
Pennsylvania Pipe Line Company, the 
Producers’ and Refiners’ Oil Company and 
the Emery Pipe Line Company. The four 
companies that have filed concurrences in 
certain of the schedules are the Crescent 
Pipe Line Company, the Northern Pipe 
Line Company, the New York Transit 
Company and the Southern Pipe Line 
Company. The companies filing concur- 
rences connect with those which have filed 
tariff schedules and are subject to the 
rates therein presented. 

The officials of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission have examined the schedules 
of the pipe line companies with much in- 
terest, for, as is well known, until the pas- 
sage of the new freight rate law, the-com- 
mission exercised no jurisdiction over pipe 
lines and did not attempt to regulate their 
operations. The new law, however, makes 
all pipe lines doing an interestate business 
common carriers and in all appropriate re- 
spects subject to regulation by the com- 
mission, Following is a transcript show- 
ing the form in which these schedules are 
now being filed by the pipe line com- 
panies:— 

Joint Tariff—I. C. C. No. 1.

In addition to said rate, all oil tendered for 
shipment to Unionville, N. Y., at points in 
Ohio other than Lima will be subject to a 
further charge of 20 cents per barrel of 42 
gallons each for gathering and transporting 
the same to Lima. The rates in this tariff 
are subject to change at any time upon the 
Buckeye Pipe Line Co. giving the 30 days no- 
tice required by law. Rates from or to inter- 
mediate points are not to exceed the rates 
named on oil transported in the same direction.

REGULATIONS, 


This company will receive crude petroleum 
for interstate transportation only to estab- 
lished delivery stations on its own lines, and 
lines of connecting pipe line companies, on the 
following conditions:— 

First. It will receive crude petroleum for in- 
terstate transportation when the shipper has 
provided the necessary facilities for receiving 
said petroleum as it arrives at destination. 

Second. It will forward such crude petroleum 
when there has been tendered to it by the 
shipper, individually, or by him and others, 
a quantity of the same kind and quality of 
crude petroleum amounting in the aggregate 
to not less than 300,000 barrels, all of which 
shall be consigned for delivery to the same 
delivering point. 

Third. All such crude petroleum will be ac- 
cepte1 for transportation only on condition that 
it shall be subject to such changes in quality 
while in transit as may result from a mix- 
ture of said petroleum with other petroleum 
in the pipe lines or tanks of this or the con- 
necting company or companies, 

Fourth. Orders for the shipment of any spe- 
clfied kind of such crude petroleum shall only 
become effective when orders from the shipper, 
in connection with orders from other shippers 
for the same kind and quality of petroleum 
shall amount in the aggregate to 800,000 bar- 
rels, or more, consigned to the same point of 
delivery, and subject to this requirement or- 
ders for shipment shall become operative in 
~ orden in which they shall have been re- 
ceived.

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Sixth. This company is not engaged in the 
transportation of refined oil and will not, 
therefore, accept the same for transportation. 


It is the understanding of the commis- 
sion officials that there are other pipe line 
companies subject to the requirements of 
the new law than those that have filed 
schedules, but notwithstanding the fact 
that the law requires that all tariffs 
should be filed on or before Aug. 28, no 
proceedings have been, or will be, directed 
against the delinquents for some weeks to 
come and probably not before Jan. 1.

“Every common carrier subject to this act 
shall also file with said Commission copies of 
all contracts, agreements or arrangements 
with other common carriers in relation to any 
traffic affected by the provisions of this act 
to which it may be a party. 

“The Commission may determine and pre- 
scribe the form in which the schedules re- 
quired by this section to be kept open to pub- 
lic inspection shall be prepared and arranged 
and may change the form from time to time 
as shall be found expedient. 

“No carrier, unless otherwise provided 
this act, shall engage or participate in the 
transportation of passengers or property, as 
defined in this act, unless the rates, fares, and 
charges upon which the same are transported 
by said carrier have been filed and published in 
accordance with the provisions of this act; 
nor shall any carrier charge or demand or col- 
lect or receive a greater or less or different 
compensation for such transportation of pas- 
senges or property, or for any service in con- 
nection therewith, between the points named in 
such tariffs than the rates, fares and charges 
which are specified in the tariff filed and in 
effect at the time; nor shall any carrier re- 
fund or remit in any manner or by any de- 
vice any portion of the rates, fares and 
charges so specified, nor extend to any shipper 
or person any privilege or facilities in the 
transportation of passengers or property, ex- 
cept such as are specified in such tariffs. Pro- 
vided, That wherever the word ‘carrier’ oc- 
curs in this act it shall be held to mean ‘com- 
mom carrier.’

The commission desires that all carriers 
and interested shippers should examine it 
with special care as a basis for such rep-

traffic associations, are requested to imme- 
diately confer and thereupon propose to the 
commission such methods of procedure re- 
specting the changes necessary to be made In 
tariff construction, including the simplification 






























Oct. 8. when the matter of simplifying and 
standardizing freight tariff schedules will 
be very thoroughly discussed. The section 


referred to provides as follows:— 
“See. 6. That every common carrier subject 


to the provisions of this act shall file with the

vers or freight, resnectively, are received for 
transrortation. in such form that they shall he 
eecessible to the public and can be convenientiv 
‘nsnected.

same time providing for plainly showing upor 
suitable schedules the services and the various 
charges required by the law to be published 
and filed. 

“The commiseion is of the opinion that this 
duty should rest primarily with the carriers 
themselves, in view of their liability to for- 
feiture and penalties in cases of failure to com- 
ply with the mandatory requirements of the 
sixth section, The commission will, however. 
cordially co-operate with representatives of the 
carriers, and will freely discuse with them all 
pertinent questions which in this connection 
may arise, reserving always its right to make 
at such times as may appear necessary anv 
general or special order or orders within the 
scope of its authority. Methode so proposed hy 
carriers should embrace those desiered to ef- 
fectuate immediate substantial compliance with 
the amended law as well as those intended to 
be permanently applicable.”’ 

Many carriers have already complied 
with the requirements above set forth, in- 
cluding the twelve pipe lines already men- 
tioned: others will no doubt receive infor- 
mation at the coming hearings that will 
enable them to file their schedules without 
further delay.

Germany’s Lead in Chemicals. 


The importance of the chemical in- 
dustry of Germany is evident by the 
statement of the London Commercial 
Intelligence that Germany produces 
annually a million tons of sulphuric 
acid and half a million tons of soda. 


As to pharmaceutical products, the qui- 
nine alone exported from the Fatherland 
is valued at about $3,333,000, and antipy- 
rine and antifebrine at an equal amount. 
The colors, acids and chemical manures 
exported are valued at about $166,000,000. 
“One may then assert without fear of 
contradiction,” said a manufacturer in 
speaking of the results achieved, ‘‘that 
to-day Germany furnishes five-sixths of 
the dyes used in the whole world.” 


The secret of German success lies in the 
fact that they have an army of scientific 
men from which they are now reaping 
the benefit of years of work and expendi- 
ture. At one plant alone no less than 190 
chemists work all the year in search of 
new products, The advantage of combi- 
nation is also stated by a German chem- 
ical manufacturer, who merged his inter- 
ests with another factory and effected 
great savings. Thus the two factories do 
not compete abroad. One has branches at 
Lyon and Riga, the other at Creil, Mos- 
cow, Augsburg dnd Milan. One of the 
factories gave up the production of acids 
and salts, securing them from the other,

will probably establish a record. And 
yet this industry is scarcely thirty years 
old. In fact, a German manufacturer 
stated that “thirty years ago England 
was mistress of the market for salt and 
alkalies, as well as for coloring matter 
extracted from coal tar; to-day Germany 
is at the head of all the manufacturing 
nations of the world, not only for dyes 
but for chemical and pharmaceutical 
products.”

Virginia-Tennessee.—In the southern Appala 
ckians active development is confined to south- 
western Virginia and East Tennessee. The 
center of spelter production is at Pulaski, Va., 
where the Bertha furnaces make a_ well- 
known high-grade metal. These furnaces are 
run at present pricipally on willemite shipped 
down from New Jersey, though small quanti- 
ties of local ores, of zinc dust from the iron 
furnaces of the valley, and of zinc oxide made 
from tailings of the old Bertha mine are used. 
The large deposits of calamine, which for many 
years formed the basis of the local zinc indus- 
try, are practically worked out, and attention 
is now concentrated upon the development of 
sulphide ores, The largest measure of success 
in this particular has been achieved at Wythe- 
ville, wherein the famous old land mine two 
important shoots of blende have been devel- 
oped, 

Ozark Region.—The principal zine-producing 
district of the Mississippi Valley is the Mis- 
souri-Kansas, or, as it is familiarly called, the 
Joplin district. The total ore production of the 
district for 1905 was 258,894 tons, a slight de- 
crease from that of 1904. This ore may be fig- 
ured at an average zinc content of 58 per 
cent. To this total should be added approx- 
imately 12,000 tons for the production of cen- 
tral and southeastern Missouri, north Arkansas 
and scottered points in the Ozark region. The 
zinc ores of the Ozark region, as is well 
known, are remarkable for their freedom from 
iron and for the high grade of concentrates 
produced. They are in great demand, and the 
Joplin basis fixes the price for ore throughout 
the Mississippi Valley. The most significant 
features of the year in the Missouri-Kansas 
district were the introduction of natural gas 
for power at the mines, the extended use of 
electricity from a central power station, the 
active development of the great sheet deposits 
of the Webb City-Cartersville area, and the 
rapid extension of the mining area along the 
western border of the district near Baxter 
Springs and Peacock. 

Kentucky Districts.—There are two districts 
in Kentucky in which zinc and lead occur. 
That lying in the western part of the State is 
now producing small quantities of ore in con- 
nection with the mining of fluorspar. In cen- 
tral Kentucky, near Lexington, there is also an 
area in which lead and zine ore occur, though 
very little has been_ produced. 

Upper Mississippi Valley Mines.—The second 
most important district in the Mississippi Val- 
ley is that occupying southwestern Wisconsin 
and adjacent portions of Illinois and Iowa. 
This, which is an old lead region, has recently 
attracted much attention and is being very 
rapidly developed, Since the beginning of the 
mining in the eighteenth century approximately 
$50,000,000 worth of lead has been produced 
in this area, and perhaps one-fifth as much 
zinc. Since 1860 very little mining has been 
been done until in the last five years. The old 
lead mines outlined the district and discovered 
most of the ore bodies. Present activities are 
largely confined to mining the zine ore found 
quite uniformly below the lead, The workings 
are shallow, ranging usually from 150 to 210 
feet in depth; the ore bodies large and fairly 
regular, and the mining conditions favorable. 
The district has been slow in development be- 
cause of the peculiar character of the ore, 
which is an intimate mixture of blende and 
marcasite with smaller quantities of galena, 
in a gangue of calcite and dolomite. Near 
water level there are considerable bodies of 
zinc carbonate, The latter has been in de 
mand for several years for the manufacture 
of zinc oxide, but the blende has only recently 
been salable in any large way. Ordinary jig- 
ging produces a good lead product and a large 
quantity of mixed zinc-iron concentrates, An 
average analysis of this material shows 35.5 
per cent. zinc, 18.35 per cent. iron and 0.37 
per cent. lead. Such material cannot be used 
in the ordinary smelting plants of the Missis- 
sippi Valley. The condition has been met in 
three ways. 

At the works at Mineral Point, Wis., an acid 
plant has been installed, and the fumes from 
the roasted ore are converted, by the contact 
process, into high-grade sulphuric acid, leav- 
ing the iron and zinc in the form of oxides 
on the hearths. These are then burned in the 
oxide furnaces, the zinc being caught in the 
bags and the iron ore left on the grates. The 
second method, and the one most commonly 
employed, is to roast the ore at or near the 
mines and then remove the iron by magnets. 
€ince the blende itself is practically free from 
iron it becomes possible in this way to pro- 
duce a reasonably high-grade concentrate, 

Rocky Mountain Region.—Conditions of zinc- 
ore mining and treatment in the Rocky Moun- 
tain region are radically different from those 
in the districts already discussed. The ores 
are much more complex; they contain gold and 
silver values; the usual ore bodies are entirely 
different in form and probably in genesis, and 
the mining, milling and smelting methods are 
peculiar. Although zinc has been known in 
the West for many years, the many difficul- 
ties in its production have prevented its being 
mined in quantity until the last few years. 
When, however, the demand for spelter began 
to grow faster than the output of the Missis- 
sippi Valley mines, serious attempts began to 
be made to use the Western ores. These at- 
tempts were so successful that they are already 
largely past the experimental stage, and the 
output is large and growing. The principal 
zinc-ore producing States of the West are, in 
order; Colorado, New Mexico, Utah, Montana 
and Idaho. It is a striking peculiarity of the 
distribution of these ores that so far they have 
not been found in quantity in the Pacific 
States, and that the production from the Great 
Basin has been small. The zinc ores of the 
West are, so far as present knowledge goes, 
mainly confined to the Rocky Mountain region. 

Colorado.—As already indicated, the princi- 
pal Western productiqg comes from Colorado, 
and in this State Leadville is the leading zine 
camp. Ores ranging from 20 per cent, up in 
zinc contemt are now shipped, the greater por- 
tion going to re-treatment mills, where the ores 
are raised in grade and decreased in bulk be- 
fore going to the smelter. This produces the 
anomaly that there is more ore shipped from 
Leadville than from the whole State, including 
Leadville. As the ore leaves the camp it runs 
mainly from 80 to 36 per cent. in zinc, In 
1904 72,000 tons of the shipments averaged 31.4 
per cent., and in 1905 13,969 tons shipped aver- 
aged a trifle less than 36 per cent. Before this 
goes to the smelters the bulk of it is concen- 
trated so as to run 45 to 50 per cent. in zinc. 

In Leadville the most important producers 
are the Moyer mine of the Iron-Silver Com- 
pany, and the various properties of the West- 
ern Mining Company. The Small Hopes, Ibex 
and several other companies also ship zinc. 
The bulk of the ore is sold crude, but there 
are two wet concentrating mills belonging to 
the Western Mining Company which run on 
ore carrying about 20 per cent. and produce 
comoentrates ranging from 30 to 35 per cent. in 
zinc, 

Next to Leadville, Creede is the most im- 
portant producer of zine in Colorado. The 
ore here is unusual for the region in being 
free from iron. A high-grade concentrate, 
rivaling that of Joplin, is obtained by simple 
wet concentration. In Clear Creek County 
zine is produced at a number of mines, par- 
ticularly near Silver Plume. The Mendota, 
Bismark and Waldorf companies are the 
main shippers. The ore is sold crude or con- 
centrated in wet mills, which produce con- 
centrates running 33 to 46 per cent. in zinc. 
New Mexico.—The principal production in 
New Mexico is from the Graphic and Kelley 
mines, in the Magdalena Mountains. The ore 
bodies form very large ore shoots, and in 
many particulars the occurrence is similar to 


that at Leadville. At Magdalena, however, 
the ore has been largely converted to car- 
bonate, and copper is more abundant than at 
Leadville. Sulphide of zine is found with 
the carbonate, and considerable sulphide was 
shipped in 1905. The Graphic mine shipped 
earbonate ore direct to Joplin, Mo., with 
which it is affiliated, and sulphide ore to 
Gas, Kan., where it was roasted before ship- 
ment to the oxide works. In southwestern 
New Mexico zinc ore is also produced in 
Grant and Dona Ana counties. In the former, 
at Hanover, considerable quantities have been 
taken out; at Tres Hermanos, miners are 
shipping oxidized ores, and at Pinos Altos, 
a mining company has begun to ship. In the 
Organ Mountains the Copper Bar Mining 
Company reported some shipments in 1905 
Arizona.—Zine has been found at several 
points in Arizona, but the only shipments in 
1905 are reported by Mr. Victor Heikes to 
have been made by the Copper King Mines 
Company, Operating in the Tiger district of 
Yavapai county. The ore shipped was pre- 
pared by concentrating with Dimmic tables, 
material taken from old dumps. The litiga- 
tion which has tied up this property for sev- 
eral years having been recently settled, 
regular production may now be expected. 
Utah.—The zinc production of Utah at pres- 
ent comes largely from Park City and 
Frisco. At the former camp the Daly-West 
is the main producer, and at Frisco the Horn 
Silver. The ores from Park City are re- 
treated at Salt Lake City and yield a con- 
centrate running 36 to 42 per cent. in zinc. 
A number of other mines in this district con- 


tain important quantities of zinc ore and 
mer be expected in time to become pro- 
ducers, 


The Horn Silver mine at Frisco, which has 
been an important producer of silver and 
lead for many years, is now shipping zinc 
regularly. The ore is a peculiar brown to 
red color, and consists mainly of sulphide, 
but is said to be in part also sulphate. It is 
not practicable to give estimates of the 
amount of ore in sight, but a very large ton- 
nage is available, even without concentra- 
tion, which, in the absence of fuel and 
water, would be difficult and expensive. 

Nevada.—Zine ore occurs at several points 
in Nevada in connection with lead-silver 
ores, but very little has yet been mined. 
Near Reno it is found and has been shipped. 
In the Spring Mountains, near the old Po- 
tosi mines, a considerable quantity of zinc 
carbonate has been found. Carbonate ore 
running 40 to 45 per cent. in zinc and about 
12 ounces of silver is shipped, being hauled 
to Las Vegas. A peculiarity of local prac- 
tice is that the ore is roasted before ship- 
ment to reduce the weight and raise the 
grade. In one test run on a lot of 400 pounds 
the grade was raised from 039.4 to 42.4 per 
cent., with a loss of 14 per cent. in weight. 

Montana.—The center of zinc production in 
Montana is at Butte. In the old silver-lead 
mines of this camp there are considerable 
bodies of ore which formerly could not be 
worked because of the zinc penalty. Under 
present conditions much of this ore is of 
value. The principal output is handled by 
the Montana Zinc Company, which has re- 
modeled one of the old silver mills for that 
purpose. Both wet and dry concentration are 
employed. The crude ore is crushed to 24 
mesh, sized, and run over Wilfly tables, mak- 
ing a lead-iron product carrying most of the 
gold and silver, zincky middlings and silice- 
ous tailings. The zincky middlings are dried 
and treated on the Blake machine, of which 
there are 13 in the plant. Here again a lead- 
iron and a zine concentrate are made. The 
lead-iron concentrates are shipped to the 
East Helena smelter. The zinc concentrates 
go to Iola, Kan. 

Idaho.—Zine is found and is now mined in 
both northern and southern Idaho. In the 
Coeur d@’Alene district it is currently stated 
that the lead occurs free from zine. This 
statement is not entirely correct. The ore 
shoots now worked are, indeed, remarkably 
free from zinc, but the average feed analy- 
ses for the first seven months of 1905 at one 
of the large mills showed 1.7 per cent. of 
zine and 6.8 per cent. of lead. At another for 
the same period the corresponding percent- 
ages were 3.8 zinc, 6.1 lead. As these fiz- 
ures represent many thousands of tons, it is 
evident that much zinc is even now going 
through the mill; in one case practically 
two-thirds as much zinc as lead, and a 
quantity almost as great as is found in the 
erude ore of some of the Joplin mines. In 
time, and as zincky ore shoots are encount- 
ered, the mills will doubtless be altered so as 
to save the zinc as well as the lead. At pres- 
ent, attention being concentrated on the lat- 
ter, zinc-bearing ore shoots are avoided. The 
ore being generally sold with a 10 per cent. 
zine penalty the small quantity present does 
not attract attention. The Helena-Fri#o 
mine is said to have encountered zinc in 
depth; the Hercules has shipped a_ small 
quantity of hand-picked ore, and the Granite 
mine was reopened in 1905 by the Success 
Mining Company for the especial purpose of 
working the zine ore known to be present. 

In southern Idaho the zinc ore so far 
mined has come mainly from the Wood 
River district. The Lucky Boy mine, 14 
miles from Ketchum, is the main producer. 
The ore body occurs here in a faulted lime- 
stone near “‘syenite.’’ The vein shows a 
thickness of 4 to 8 feet of ore, which carries 
very little lead, silver or gold. As shipped 
it runs 40 to 43 per cent. in zinc.

Phosphates in Algeria. 


Phosphate of lime is found in such a 
great number of places in the province of 
Constantine, and is so easily worked that 
it can be considered one of the first min- 
eral resources of Algeria, reports the 
British consul. 

The principal beds in the province may 
be divided into four groups:—(1) District 
of Tebessa; (2) district of Setif; (3) dis- 
trict of Guelma; (4) district of Ain-Beida. 

The beds intermingled with tertiary lay- 
ers resembling eocene phosphate of lime 
appear under two different aspects—in a 
state of nodules or in a state of rock 
phosphate found in regular layers over 
a length of several miles. 

The rock phosphate extracted is of two 
qualities—No. 1, containing 63 to 70 per 
cent. phosphate of lime; No. 2, 58 to 63 
per cent. 

The mines of Djebel-Kouif, situated six- 
teen miles from Tebessa, at nearly 5,000 
feet above the level of the sea, previously 
betenges a Seen company, but were 
sold to a French company six years ‘oO 
for the sum of £200,000" . = - 

A private railway of eighteen miles con- 
nects these mines with the ordinary rail- 
way line at Tebessa, 

The phosphate is principally extracted 
from open quarries, gallery work only 
being adopted when it becomes too ex- 
pensive to decapitate the mountain so as 
to uncover the phosphate. 

The beds of varying thickness cover an 
area of about twelve miles. 

The cost price of the phosphate on 
trucks at Tebessa station is about 4s, per 
ton. This includes extraction, drying and 
transport from the mines to Tebessa. The 
cost of carriage from Tebessa to Bone, 
which is already very high according to 
the railway tariff—6s. 2d. per ton—is fur- 
ther increased by the necessity of tran-

Dealers generally report a more ac- 
tive market, but the demand is as yet 
chiefly of a jobbing character. There 
have been no developments during the 
week to occasion any material fluctua- 
tion in prices. Egg albumen is re- 
ported in short supply on spot, and 
firmer views are maintained by some 
holders. Aniline oil and salt continues 
steady at unchanged prices. Little ac- 
tivity has developed in gambier, but 
values are maintained in all positions. 
Reports from India are decidedly un- 
favorable on the indigo crop, exces- 
sive rains and_ floods’ prevailing 
throughout the growing districts. Nut- 
galls are unchanged. Yellow prussiate 
of potash is offered at a lower price in 
one quarter. Sumac continues firm 
abroad, but spot values have undergone 
no quotable change. Tin crystals are 
variously quoted. 

ALBUMEN. — There 
practically no holdings of duck al- 
bumen here. A good demand and 
scarcity of the goods have caused the 
advance in prices. The crop of duck 
albumen in China is short on account 
of the recent floods. Indications are 
that duck albumen will go very high, 
some dealers predicting it will go high- 
er than it has ever been. It is re- 
ported that the quality of Chinese duck 
albumen is not so good as in the past, 
Prices for chicken egg albumen have 
advanced in sympathy. The holdings 
here are limited, and it is scaree in 
Europe, according to recent reports. 
The Russian production is below what 
it ought to be, because of the revolu- 
tionary troubles. Prices rule from 55@ 
58c. for duck and 68@70c. for chicken. 

ANILINE OIL AND SALTS.—The 
prices which have held for several 
weeks are still good, and there seems 
to be no likelihood of early change 
from 11@11%e. for oil, and 94%@10c, for 
salt. 

CUTCH.—There is still a scarcity of 
mat on the market, but boxes are 
available at 4@8c., and slabs at 7%@ 
8c. The London Commercial Record 
reports the shipments from Rangoon 
from Jan, 1 to Sept. 10, to all parts, as 
3,300 tons, against 2,425 tons and 4,245 
tons for the corresponding period in 
1905 and 1904, respectively. 
GAMBIER.—Some holders of the un- 
sold lots from the Indrasahma ex dock 
maintain 4.05c. and bids at 4c. are said 
to have been unavailing.

months ago, the position will be a somewhat 
serious one Guatemala is in small supply.

Shipments of Kurpeh and dry leaf from Madras 
to London continue very small. supplies going 
ehiefly to Suez ports.

Customs Administrative Law 
Changer, 


Washington, Sept. 28, 1906 

Importers and dealers interested in our 
trade relations with Germany have re- 
cently been caused considerable anxiety 
as the result of erroneous reports pub- 
lished in the daily press with regard to 
the activities of certain German export- 
ers, who, it has been stated, have com- 
plained to President Roosevelt and to 
officials of the Treasury Department that 
the United States has failed to carry out 
the pledges given to the German govern- 
ment last spring, as the result of which 
the application to American products of 
the maximum duties of the new German 
tariff was postponed until July 1, 1907. 
While these reports have greatly exagger- 
ated the facts in the case, there can be 
no doubt that, taken in connection with 
the systematic agitation of the subject by 
German manufacturers and _ exporters, 
they will have the effect of stimu/ating 
the interest of the Senate in the measure 
now before the Finance Committee pro- 
viding for the comprehensive amendment 
of the customs administrative laws.

an interview granted 
Roosevelt to Messrs. Leo Vossen, of Aix-la- 
Chapelie, and Bernhardt Cohnen, of Greden- 
broich, who, it was stated, complained that ‘‘up 
to this time no step had seemingly been taken 
by the American administration to carry out 
its part of the agreement’ between Germany 
and the United States. Mr. Vossen was also 
quoted as saying that the Agrarian members 
in the German Reichstag ‘‘were decidedly in 
favor of a tariff war against America and that 
the failure on our part to amend the obnoxious 
customs regulations would serve as an excel- 
lent excuse for the beginning of this war next 
July.”’ President Roosevelt gave his visitors 
a courteous hearing and then referred them to 
the Treasury Department, promising that he 
would request a report from the department 
officials on the subject 

Careful investigation demonstrates that Mr 
Vossen and his colleague did not represent to 
the President that the United States has 
“taken no. sten’’ toward carrying out its 
pledges. He did, however, urge that the entira 
program agreed upon by the Secretary of State 
and the Secretary of the Treasury should be 
executed with the least possible delay, and he 
also urged that additional concessions, not con- 
templated in the agreement between the United 
States and Germany, should be made. There 
was, however, nothing in the nature of a threat 
as to the possible action of Germany, and Mr. 
Vossen was careful to state that he did not 
represent the German Government or any or- 
ganization, although his position in the manu- 
facturing and exporting business of the empire 
was such as to give him an intimate knowledge 
of the desires of the German producers. 

After leaving Oyster Bay Mr. Vossen came to 
Washington and had an interview with Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury Keep. Mr. Keep 
has been in close touch with the movement to 
amend the customs administrative laws and 
promptly furnished his visitor with a series of 
documents showing clearly the steps taken by 
the United States to carry out the agreement 
with Germany, ineluding the letter of the 
Secretary of the State to the United Consular 
Service amending the consular regulations as 
requested by Germany, the letter of Secretary 
Shaw to the Ways and Means Committee urg- 
ing important changes in the customs adminis- 
trative law and a copy of the Payne bill 
(H. R. 19750) embodying the suggested changes 
and several others of much importance, which 
bill was passed by the House two or three days 
before the adjournment of the last session of 
Congress. 

Mr. Vossen frankly conceded that the admin- 
istration had done everything in its power to 
redeem its promises, but suggested that other 
important changes should be made. He advo- 
cated permitting an tmporter to invoice his 
goods at the price paid therefor, even though 
such price might be materially lower than the 
foreign market value on date of shipment. He 
also expressed the opinion that an importer 
who was able to buy goods at an ynusually 
low price, by reason of making purchases in 
very large quantities, should have the addi- 
tional advantage that would accrue from being 
able to invoice his importation at the purchase 
price. Mr. Keep at once pointed out to his 
visitor that one of the fundamental principles 
upon which the tariff is based is that all im- 
porters shall pay uniform rates of duty; hence 
the provision that without regard to the cost 
of the goods covered by an invoice, the duties 
shall be based on the market value of the 
goods on the date when they were shipped to 
the United States. If an importer could invoice 
his goods at less than the market rate because 
of a favorable purchase, he would enjoy a 
double advantage over his competitors and at 
the same time the United States Government 
would lose a large amount of revenue. 

Mr. Vossen suggested to Mr. Keep that there 
would probably be a better understanding be- 
tween the importers of German goods and the 
customs authorities if members of the Board of 
United States General Appraisers would make 
a trip to Germany and confer with the leading 
members of the German Chambers of Com- 
merce and generally with prominent manufac- 
turers and exporters, 

It is reported here on excellent authority that 
the Senate Finance Committee, which was au- 
thorized to hoid sessions during the recess of 
Congress, will meet some time in November 
to examine the Payne customs administrative 
bill with a view to its passage—possibly in an 
amended form—early in the coming session.

The second feature of

tion 7 is the provision that additional duties 
shall pot be assessed upon undervaluations 
which do not exceed 5 per cent. In the orig- 
inal customs administrative act a ten per cent, 
margin was employed, but in practice it was 
found that many importers took advantage of 
this margin and habitually invoiced their goods 
at ten per cent. below the proper figures. They 
could lose nothing by such a procedure as 
even if the undervaluation was detected they 
would only be called upon to pay the proper 
duties on the importation. Nearly all au- 
horities agree, however, that a margin of 5 
per cent. is necessary to cover the varying 
valuations of experts who frequently and in 
entirely good faith disagree by that amount. 
Aside from the modifications referred to, 
which appear to be desired not only by those 
interested in the German trade, but by im- 
porters generally, there are several other pro- 
posed changes that the Finance Committee 
will scrutinize with great care. The Treasury 
Department is very unxious for the adoption 
of the provision that there shall be no for- 
feiture of imported goods unless the appraised 
value exceeds the entered value by more than 
100 per cent. The present limit is 50 per cent. 
and inasmuch as it is necessary to show fraud 
in order to bring about a forfeiture—an ex- 
ceedingly difficult thing to do—the examiners 
and appraisers are strongly disposed not to ad- 
vance invoices above 50 per cent., contenting 
themselves with additional duties collected on 
that basis.

Cacao Planting. 


Vice-Consul A. W. Lithgow, 0 
Puerto Plata, gives additional infor- 
mation on the production of cocoa in 
the Dominican Republic in the follow- 
ing letter:— 

A practical planter states that on level 
land 150 trees can be planted and on hilly 
ground 187. There are two crops a year 
—the principal one in May, when the yiel 
is about two pounds per tree, and a 
smaller one in November, averaging one 
pound per tree, thus producing 450 to 560 
pounds of cocoa to the acre. It takes four 
years before there is a crop and seven 

years to be in full bearing condition. The 
export duty of $1 per quintal was not in- 
cluded in the $2.87 per quintal previously 
mentioned as the cost of keeping the es- 
tate in order and marketing the produce. 

The value of land Gepends on the prox- 
imity to cities. One would probably have 
to go fifteen to twenty miles in the inte- 
rior to get it cheap and good. The mean 
temperature during the dry season is 
from 8) degrees to 90 degrees and in the 
winter, or rainy season, from 65 degrees 
to 7% degrees Farenheit. As we have the 
trade winds nearly continuously, there are 
very few sultry days. The climate is 
excellent. The Clyde Steamship Line has 
steamers sailing from New York for this 
island every other Wednesday. It takes 
seven days to reach this port. The _ pas- 
sage costs $100 for the round trip. Every 
fifteen Gays the same line of steamers has 
vessels sailing from this port to New 
York. 

The planters either sell their crops to 
the local merchants or ship to New York 
or Europe, but most of them sell right 
here. 

The plantation from which I found the 
cost of production of cocoa to be $2.87 -— 
50,000 trees, and will soon reach 100,000, 
they are continually planting. This plant 
er tells me:—‘‘After the plantation is 

made cocoa pays $4 per quintal (he means 
price paid in Puerto Plata). Now, with 
good management you can produce cocoa 
at four years old at 30 cents per tree.’ 

After planting, which means one ex- 
pense of felling, clearing, etc., one good 
laborer can attend to eight acres. I 
would not advise an American to start on 
a lower scale than 15,000 trees (100 acres), 
with a yearly production, after the sixth 
or eighth year, of 450 to 500 quintals. In 
addition to cocoa one should have some 
pasture for animals and some_ general 
farming for living and to sell. Seed can 
be had for almost nothing. Building ex- 
penses cannot be stipulated, for that de- 
pends entirely on wens a planter desires. 
A habitable cabin can be built out of 
palm boards and a thatch roof, no floor, 
for $50.
